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CHARTER 
1871 

An Act to Incorporate the Association of the Bar of the 
City of New York. Passed April 28, 1871. 

The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as follozvs: 

Section i. The members of the Bar Association of the City 
of New York, of which William M. Evarts is President, James . 
W. Gerard, Samuel J. Tilden, Joseph S. Bosworth, John Slosson 
and Edgar S. Van Winkle, are Vice-Presidents, and all persons 
who shall hereafter be associated with them, are hereby created a 
body corporate, under the name of "The Association of the 
Bar of the City of New York/' for the purpose of maintaining 
the honor and dignity of the profession of the law, of cultivating 
social relations among its members, and increasing its usefulness 
in promoting the due administration of justice. 

Section 2. Said corporation shall have power to acquire, by 
lease or purchase, a suitable building, library and furniture for 
the use of the corporation; to borrow money for such purposes 
and issue bonds therefor, and to secure the same by mortgage; 
and generally to acquire and take by purchase, gift, devise, be- 
quest, subject to the provisions of law relating to devises and be- 
quests by last will and testament, or otherwise, and to hold, trans- 
fer and convey all or any such real and personal property as may 
be necessary for attaining the objects, and carrying into effect the 
purposes of such corporation ; provided, it shall not hold any real 
estate, the value of which shall exceed in the aggregate two hun- 
dred thousand dollars. 

Section 3. Such corporation shall have power to make and 
adopt a Constitution, By-Laws, Rules and Regulations for the 
admission, government, suspension and expulsion of its members. 
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the collection of fees and dues, the number and election of its offi- 
cers, and to define their duties, and for the safe keeping of its 
property and management of its affairs, and from time to time to 
alter, modify and change such Constitution, By-Laws, Rules and 
Regulations. 

Section 4. All interests of any member of said corporation in 
its property shall terminate and vest in the corporation, upon his 
ceasing to be a member thereof by death, resignation, expulsion or 
otherwise. 

Section 5. The several officers of said Association, at the 
time of the passage of this Act, shall continue to hold their re- 
spective offices as officers of this corporation, with the powers and 
duties prescribed by the Constitution and By-Laws of said Asso- 
ciation, until their successors shall be elected and installed; and 
in case of any previous vacancy among such officers, it shall be 
filled in the manner prescribed by the Constitution and By-Laws 
already adopted by said Association, or as the same may, in con- 
formity therewith, be altered or amended by this corporation ; and 
the present Constitution and By-Laws of said Association shall be 
the Constitution and By-Laws of said corporation until so altered 
or amended by said corporation ; and all property, rights and inter- 
ests of said Association now held by any or either of the officers 
thereof, or any person or persons, for its use and benefit, shall, by 
virtue of this Act, vest in and become the property of the cor- 
poration hereby created, subject to the payment of the debts of 
said Association. 

Section 6. Such corporation shall possess the powers, and be 
subject to the liabilities, prescribed by the Third Title of the 
Eighteenth Chapter of the First Part of the Revised Statutes. 

Section 7. The Legislature may at any time alter, modify or 
repeal this act. 

Section 8. This Act shall take effect immediately. 
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CONSTITUTION 

[Adopted February 15, 1870; Revised and Amended.] 
ARTICLE I 

NAME 

This Association shall be called "The Association of the Bar 
OF THE City of New York." 

ARTICLE II 

OBJECTS 

The Association is established to maintain the honor and dig- 
nity of the profession of the law, to increase its usefulness in pro- 
moting the due administration of justice, and to cultivate social 
intercourse among its members. 

ARTICLE III 

MEMBERS 
[as amended OCTOBER 8, 1895, AND MAY 12, 1896.] 

The members of the Bar who signed the preliminary articles are 
hereby declared [February 15, 1870] to be members of this Asso- 
ciation ; but such of them as shall omit to subscribe to this Consti- 
tution, and pay the admission fee, on or before the 15th day of 
March, 1870, shall cease to be members, and can only become such 
by subsequent admission. 

Any member of the profession in good standing, residing or 
practicing in the City of New York, may become a member, by 
vote of the Association, on recommendation of the Committee on 
Admissions, as hereinafter provided, and on subscribing to this 
Constitution and paying the admission fee and the dues of the cur- 
rent half year. 
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Members of the profession of the State of New York, in good 
standing, neither residing nor practicing in the City of New York, 
may in like manner become members of this Association, having 
all the privileges of the same, except that of voting. 

But no person shall be eligible for membership in this Associa- 
tion until after the expiration of two years from the date of his 
admission to practice. 

ARTICLE IV 

OFFICERS 
[as amended DECEMBER I4, l88a] 

The officers of the Association shall be a President, five Vice- 
Presidents, a Recording Secretary, a Corresponding Secretary, a 
Treasurer, an Executive Committee of fifteen members (besides 
the President, Recording Secretary and Treasurer, who shall be 
ex officio members thereof), and a Committee on Admissions, to 
consist of twenty-one members. These officers shall be elected at 
the Annual Meeting to be held on the second Tuesday of January 
in each year. 

The Executive Committee and the Committee on Admissions 
chosen at the next Annual Election [A. D. 1873] shall divide 
themselves into three classes of equal numbers each. The first 
class of each Committee shall hold office for three years, the sec- 
ond class two years, and the third class one year; and thereafter 
each Annual Election shall be for five members of the Executive 
Committee and seven members of the Committee on Admissions, 
to hold office three years, and for such additional niunber, if any, 
as may be necessary to fill vacancies, to hold office during the re- 
mainder of the terms of the members whose places they fill. No 
member elected to either of these Committees shall be re-eligible 
to the Committee of which he may have been a member, until one 
year after the expiration of his term of office. 

ARTICLE V 

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

The Executive Committee shall manage the affairs of the Asso- 
ciation, subject to the Constitution and By-Laws. All appropria- 
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tions of the funds of the Association must be made by this Com- 
mittee, unless ordered by the Association by a two-thirds vote. 

ARTICLE VI 

COMMITTEE ON ADMISSIONS 

No person shall be admitted to membership of the Association 
unless he shall have been recommended by this Committee in such 
manner as shall be provided by the By-Laws. 

ARTICLE VII 

OTHER STANDING COMMITTEES 

The Association may provide by its By-Laws for such other 
Standing Committees as it may deem necessary. 

ARTICLE VIII 

HONORARY MEMBERS 

Any member of the Association who may become a Judge or 
Justice of any Court of Record shall be, while he shall hold such 
office, an honorary member of the Association, and shall be en- 
titled to all its privileges, except that of voting, and shall be ex- 
empt from payment of dues. 

The Judges of the Courts of the United States, of the Court of 
Appeals, of the Supreme Court, and of all other Courts of Record 
of the State of New York, and the Consuls-General of Foreign 
States resident in the City of New York, shall have the free use of 
the Library and Reading Room of this Association. 

ARTICLE IX 

MEETINGS OF THE ASSOCIATION 
[as AMENDED NOVEMBER 12, 1878.] 

There shall be an Annual Meeting of the Association on the 
second Tuesday of January, and a Stated Meeting on the second 
Tuesday of each of the months of March, May, October and De- 
cember in each year. At these Stated Meetings, and at any regular 
adjournment thereof, all the powers of the Association may be 
exercised. 
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Special Meetings may be called at any time by the Executive 
Committee, and shall be called by the Secretary upon the written 
request of twenty members, specifying the purpose of such call. 
At such Special Meetings no business shall be transacted, except 
such as shall be specified in the call thereof. 

At any meeting of the Association, the presence of fifty mem- 
bers shall be necessary to constitute a quorum. 

ARTICLE X 

ADMISSION FEE AND ANNUAL DUES 
[as amended march id, 1896, AND MARCH I3, I9OO] 

The Admission Fee shall in all cases be One Hundred Dollars, 
to be paid, except as hereinafter set forth, on signing the Consti- 
tution. 

The Annual Dues of members of more than six years' standing 
at the Bar and residing in the City of New York, as it existed 
December 31st, 1897, shall be Fifty Dollars, and of members of 
less than six years' standing at the Bar, as well as of all members 
having offices in such city and residing elsewhere. Twenty-five 
Dollars. Such dues shall be payable half-yearly on the first day 
of May and November in each year. 

In the case of a member of less than six years' standing at the 
Bar, payment of one-half of his initiation fee shall not be due until 
he has attained that standing. 

Members neither residing nor having offices in such City of 
New York, shall be exempt from the payment of annual dues. 

ARTICLE XI 

SUSPENSIONS AND EXPULSIONS 

Any member of the Association may be suspended or expelled 
for misconduct in his relations to this Association or in his pro- 
fession, on conviction thereof, in such manner as may be pre- 
scribed by the By-Laws; and all interest in the property of the 
Association of persons resigning or otherwise ceasing to be mem- 
bers, shall vest in the Association. 
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ARTICLE XII 

ELECTIONS 

All elections shall be by ballot. The officers elected shall enter 
upon their duties immediately upon their election, and shall hold 
office until their successors are elected or appointed. 

In case of a vacancy in any office, it shall be filled by appoint- 
ment of the Executive Committee until the next annual election, 
except in the case of a vacancy occurring in the office of President, 
which shall be filled by the Association at its first Stated Meeting, 
occurring more than ten days after the happening of such vacancy. 

ARTICLE XIII 

This amended Constitution shall go into immediate effect, but 
no change made by this revision shall affect the terms of office of 
the present officers and committees. 

ARTICLE XIV 

AMENDMENTS 

This Constitution may be amended, but only by a two-thirds 
vote of the members present at any Stated Meeting of the Asso- 
ciation, and provided notice of the proposed amendment, sub- 
scribed by ten members, be given at a previous Stated Meeting, 
and that notice of the same be also given by the Secretary in the 
notices of the meeting, and that at least fifty members vote for such 
amendment. 
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BY-LAWS 

[As Revised and Adopted March 14, 1876, with Amendments.] 

I 

PRESIDING OFFICERS 

At all meetings of the Association the President, or in his ab- 
sence, one of the Vice-Presidents, to be selected without ballot, 
or in the absence of all of them, any member selected in like man- 
ner, shall preside. 

II 

ORDER OF BUSINESS 

At each Stated Meeting of the Association, the order of busi- 
ness shall be as follows : 

1. Reading of Minutes of preceding meeting. 

2. Report of Executive Committee. 

3. Report of Treasurer. 

4. Report of Comnlittee on Admissions. 

5. Elections. 

6. Reports of other Standing Committees. 

7. Reports of Special Committees. 

8. Special Orders. 

9. Miscellaneous Business. 

This Order of Business may be changed by a vote of a majority 
of the members present. 

The usual parliamentary rules and orders shall govern all meet- 
ings of the Association, except in cases otherwise provided for by 
the Constitution or By-Laws* 

in 

RECORDING SECRETARY 

The Recording Secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings 
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of all meetings of the Association, and of all other matters o£ 
which a record shall be ordered by the Association. 

He shall notify the officers and all members of Committees of 
their election or appointment, shall issue notices of all meetings, 
and in case of special meetings, shall add a brief note of the object 
of the call. 

He shall furnish to the Treasurer the names of all persons newly- 
elected to membership. 

He shall be the keeper of the Seal of the Association. 

IV 

CORRESPONDING SECRETARY 

The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct the correspondence 
of the Association, with the concurrence of the President. 



TREASURER 

The Treasurer shall keep at all times a complete Roll of the 
members, and shall notify new members of their election. He 
shall collect, and under the direction of the Executive Committee, 
disburse all funds of the Association; he shall keep regular ac- 
counts in books belonging to the Association, which shall be open 
to the inspection of any member of the Executive Committee. He 
shall report in writing, at each Stated Meeting of the Association, 
and of the Executive Committee, the balance of money on hand, 
and any existing appropriations which may affect the same. 

At the Annual Meeting he shall make a full report of the receipts 
and disbursements of the past year, suitably classified, and of all 
outstanding obligations of the Association, with an estimate of the 
resources and probable expenses of the coming year, and any sug- 
gestion he may think proper to make. 

His accounts shall be audited by a Committee of three members 
of the Association, to be elected by ballot at the Stated Meeting 
preceding the Annual Meeting in each year, who shall report there- 
on at such Annual Meeting. 
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VI 

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

The Executive Committee shall meet at least once in each month, 
except July, August and September. Eight members, whether 
elected or ex officio members, shall form a quorum. They shall 
have power to make such regulations, and take such action, not in- 
consistent with the Constitution and By-Laws, as shall be neces- 
sary for the protection of the property of the Association, and 
they shall have the general management of its affairs. 

They shall keep a record of their proceedings, which shall be 
read at the ensuing meeting of the Association and shall report at 
€ach meeting any business which, in their judgment, requires the 
action of the Association. 

They shall appoint a House Committee of three members, and 
shall define their duties and powers. 

VII 

LIBRARY COMMITTEE 

A Library Committee, to consist of five members, shall be ap- 
pointed by the Executive Committee, to hold office during their 
pleasure, and subject to their directions, to have charge of the 
Library and Reading Room, with power to expend upon the same 
such moneys as may be appropriated by the Executive Committee 
or procured by voluntary subscription. 

VIII 

COMMITTEE ON ADMISSIONS 
[as amended JANUARY 8, 1884.] 

The Committee on Admissions shall meet at least once in each 
month, except June, July and August. 

Candidates for membership must be proposed by two members 
of the Association, who shall send to the Chairman of the Commit- 
tee the name of the candidate, together with the street number of 
his place of business, and also such statement in respect to his 
qualifications as the proposers may think proper. 
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No member of this Committee shall propose any candidate. 

No candidate shall be voted upon by the Committee until hi» 
name, together with the names of the members proposing him, and 
the date of posting, shall have been posted for at least ten days, in 
a conspicuous place in the House of the Association. 

The Committee shall receive and consider all communications 
respecting the candidate, and make diligent inquiry as to his char- 
acter and qualifications. 

The proceedings of the Committee shall be secret and confiden- 
tial. 

Candidates against whom there shall be five negative votes in 
the Committee shall not be recommended for admission. 

IX 

ELECTION OF MEMBERS 

A vote by ballot upon those who are recommended shall be taken 
in the Association, and one negative vote in every five shall ex- 
clude the candidate. 

No candidate who shall have been excluded upon such vote shall 
be again proposed within one year thereafter. If any person 
elected does not, within one month after notice of his election,^ 
signify his acceptance by signing the Constitution and By-Laws, 
and by payment of his admission fee and half-yearly dues, he shall 
be deemed to have declined to become a member. 



NON-PAYMENT OF DUES 

If any member shall fail to pay the half-yearly dues within thirty 
days after the first day of May or November, when the same shall 
become payable, it shall be the duty of the Treasurer to serve, in 
the manner in which notices in suits are required to be served on 
attorneys, upon each member so in default, a copy of this By-Law 
and a notice to the effect that unless such dues are paid within ten 
days thereafter, his name and the amount due by him will be posted 
in a conspicuous place in the House of the Association and if they 
are not so paid, the Treasurer shall post the same accordingly. 
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After thirty days from the date of such posting, the Executive 
Committee may, by order, without further notice, strike from the 
roll the name of any member continuing in default, and he shall 
thereupon cease to be a member of the Association ; provided that 
upon his written application satisfactorily explaining such default, 
and the payment of all dues to the date thereof, the Executive 
Conunittee shall have power to remit the penalty of this By-Law. 

It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to take a similar proceed- 
ing in the case of any member who shall have had credit for a part 
of his initiation fee, and who shall fail to pay the same within 
thirty days after demand thereof after he shall have attained to * 
six years' standing at the Bar ; and the terms of the foregoing By- 
Law shall apply to the last-mentioned case, in all respects. 

XI 

ABSENT MEMBERS 

Any member who shall have paid an admission fee and all his 
annual dues, and who may be absent from the City of New York 
for the continuous period of one year, shall be exempt from pay- 
ment of annual dues for the period of his absence; provided he 
shall give previous written notice to the Treasurer of such in- 
tended absence. 

XII 

OTHER STANDING COMMITTEES 

In pursuance of Article VII. of the Constitution, there shall be 
the following Standing Committees : 

1. A Committee on the Amendment of the Law; who shall be 
charged with the duty of watching all proposed changes in the law, 
and of proposing such amendments as in their opinion should be 
recommended by this Association. 

Members are invited to send to this Committee, at any time, sug- 
gestions of existing defects in the law, and of any amendment 
which they may think advisable. 

2. A Judiciary Committee ; who shall be charged with the duty 
of observing the practical working of our judicial system, of enter- 
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taining and examining projects for change or reform in the system» 
and of recommending such action as they may deem expedient 

3. A Committee on Grievances ; who shall be charged with the 
hearing of all complaints against members of the Association, and 
also all complaints which may be made in matters af fectmg the 
interests of the legal profession, the practice of the law and the 
administration of justice ; and who shall, from time to time, report 
thereon to the Association^ with such recommendations as they 
may deem advisable. 

XIII 

GENERAL POWERS AND DUTIES OF COMMITTEES 

Each of the Committees named in the foregoing By-Law shall 
consist of nine members, to be appointed annually by the President 
of the Association, who shall continue in office until the Annual 
Meeting next after their appointment, and until their successors 
are appointed ; and each of said Committees shall have power to fill 
vacancies. 

AH Committees shall have power to fix their own time and placq 
of meeting, and to adopt regulations for their own government and 
course of proceeding, not inconsistent with the Constitution and 
By-Laws, and subject to revision by the Association. 

Any Standing Committee may, by rule, provide that three suc- 
cessive absences from the meetings of the Committee, unexcused, 
shall be deemed a resignation by the member so absent of his place 
upon the Committee. 

Any Standing Committee may, by rule, impose upon its mem- 
bers a fine for non-attendance, and may provide for the disposal 
of the fines collected under such rule. 

Every Standing Committee, elected or appointed under the Con- 
stitution or By-Laws, shall, at the stated Annual Meeting, report 
in writing a summary of all the proceedings of such Committee 
since its last Annual Report (except such matters as the By-Laws 
of the Association require to be kept secret), together with any 
suggestions deemed suitable and appertaining to its powers, duties 
or business. A general summary of all such annual reports, and 
•of the annual reports of the officers, shall be prepared and printed 
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by and under the direction of the Executive Committee, together 
with the Charter, Constitution, By-Laws and names of Officers, 
Standing Committees, and members of the Association, as soon a& 
practicable after the Annual Meeting. 

XIV 

COMMITTEE ON GRIEVANCES 
[as amended march II, 1884; DECEMBER 8, 1896, AND MAY II, I897.] 

Whenever any complaint shall be preferred against a member of 
the Association for misconduct in his relations to the Association, 
or in his profession, the person or persons preferring such com- 
plaint shall present it to the Committee on Grievances in writing, 
subscribed by the complaining party, plainly stating the matter 
complained of. 

If the Committee are of opinion that the matters therein alleged 
are of sufficient importance, they shall cause a copy of the com- 
plaint, together with a notice of not less than five days of the time 
and place when the Committee will meet for the consideration 
thereof, to be served upon the member complained of, either per- 
sonally or by leaving the same at his place of business during office 
hours, properly addressed to him ; and they shall cause a similar 
notice to be served on the party presenting the complaint. At the 
time and place appointed, or at such other time as may be named 
by the Committee, the member complained of may file a written 
answer or defense, and the Committee shall proceed to the con- 
sideration of the case upon such complaint and answer, or upon the 
complaint alone, if no answer is interposed. 

The complainant and the member complained of shall each be 
allowed to appear personally and by counsel, who must be members 
of the Association. The witnesses shall vouch for the truth of the 
statements on their word of honor. The Committee may summon 
witnesses, and, if such witnesses are members of the Association, a 
neglect or refusal to appear may be reported to the Association for 
its action. 

The Committee, of whom at least five must be present at the 
trial, except that a less number may adjourn irom time to time,. 
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shall hear and decide the case thus submitted to them, and shall 
determine all questions of evidence. 

If they find the complaint, or any material part of it, to be true, 
they shall so report to the Association, with their recommendation 
as to the action to be taken thereon, and, if requested by either 
party, may, in their discretion, also report the evidence taken or 
any designated part thereof. 

The Association shall thereupon proceed to take such action on 
said report as they may see fit, provided only that no member shall 
be expelled unless by the vote of two-thirds of the members present 
and voting. 

Before the trial shall commence, the member complained of may 
object peremptorily to any one or more of the Committee, not ex- 
ceeding three ; and the places of those objected to shall be supplied 
by appointment by a majority of the remaining members of the 
Committee, for the purposes of the trial. 

Whenever specific charges of fraud, or gross unprofessional 
conduct, shall be made in writing to the Association against a 
member of the Bar not a member of the Association, or against a 
person pretending to be an attorney or counsellor-at-law, prac- 
ticing in this judicial district, said charges shall be investigated by 
the Committee on Grievances ; and, if in any such case, said Com- 
mittee shall report in writing to the Executive Committee that, 
in its opinion, the case is such as requires further investigation or 
prosecution in the Courts, the Executive Committee may appoint 
one or more members of the Association to act as prosecutor, 
whose duty it shall be to conduct the further investigation or the 
prosecution of such offender, under the instructions and control of 
the Committee on Grievances. 

Whenever any complaint shall be made in writing to the Asso- 
ciation concerning any other grievance touching the administra- 
tion of justice, the Committee on Grievances shall make such pre- 
liminary investigation into the same as they may deem necessary 
in order to determine whether it is expedient that any further ac- 
tion shall be taken thereon. Should such further action be, in its 
opinion, expedient, the Committee shall report in writing to the 
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Executive Committee that, in its opinion, the charge or charges 
are of such a character as to require further investigation. There- 
upon the Executive Committee may direct such further investiga- 
tion by the Committee on Grievances, or otherwise, as it may deem 
most suitable to the case. Upon the termination of such investi- 
gation, a report thereon shall be made to the Executive Committee, 
and if the said Committee shall find the complaint or any material 
part of it to be of such a nature as to require action by the Asso- 
ciation they shall so report to the Association with their recom- 
mendation as to the action to be taken thereon, and they may also 
report the evidence taken or any part thereof. 
. The reasonable disbursements of the Committee on Grievances 
for expenses incurred in any such investigation or prosecution, 
may be paid out of the funds of the Association, under the direc- 
tion of the Executive Committee. 

All the foregoing proceedings shall be secret, except as their 
publication is hereinbefore provided for, unless otherwise ordered 
by the Association by a two-thirds vote. 

The Executive Committee shall from time to time appoint a 
member of the Association to be the Attorney of the Grievance 
Committee, whose duty it shall be to investigate, when his atten- 
tion shall be called thereto, any matter touching the administra- 
tion of justice, upon which the Committee is by this By-Law 
authorized to act, and all cases (i) of misconduct of a member of 
the Association in his relations to the Association or in his profes- 
sion, (2) of alleged fraud or unprofessional conduct on the part 
of any member of the bar of this State, practising in this judicial 
district, whether a member of this Association or not, and (3) Of 
persons pretending to be attorneys or counsellors-at-law, but not 
regularly licensed and admitted to practice. 

Where the said Attorney shall deem that there is a sufficient 
ground therefor, and no complaint or specific charges in writing 
shall have been made by any other person, it shall be his duty to 
act as the complaining party, to formulate and present to the 
Grievance Committee a complaint or charges in writing, and to 
prosecute the same before said Committee by presenting the evi- 
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dence in support thereof. If, upon the report of the Grievance 
Committee, upon such complaint or charges, the Executive Q)m- 
mittee shall appoint a member or members of the Association to 
conduct a further investigation or prosecution in relation thereto, it 
shall be the duty of such Attorney to assist the member or members 
so appointed in such investigation and prosecution. 

The said Attorney of the Grievance Committee shall receive 
such compensation as the Executive Committee may provide, to 
be paid out of the General Fund of the Association. 

XV 

PRIVILEGES TO OTHERS THAN MEMBERS 

A member may personally introduce a non-resident to the rooms 
of the Association for one day, recording his name and the date in 
the Visitors' Book, with his own signature. 

On written application of a member, the House Committee may 
issue tickets admitting non-resident strangers for two weeks to 
the privileges of the Association. 

The Executive Committee may invite counsel not resident in 
this State, persons from abroad engaged here in the discharge of 
public duties, or other distinguished strangers, who may be tem- 
porarily in the city, to the free use of the Library and Reading 
Room, for a period not exceeding three months, and may also ex- 
tend the privileges of the Library to any person whose character 
and attainments will, in their opinion, justify such action. 

XVI 

BOOKS, ETC 

No book or other article belonging to the Association shall be 
removed from the house. 

XVII 

NOMINATING COMMITTEE; INSPECTORS OF ELECTION; COMMITTEE 

ON JUDICIAL NOMINATIONS 

[as amended OCTOBER II, AND DECEMBER 1$, 1881.] 

At the Stated Meeting in December in each year, a Committee 
of nine shall be elected by ballot, by the Association at large. Each 
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member of the Association shall be permitted to vote for only five 
members of such Committee, to be named on one ballot, and the 
nine persons having the largest number of votes shall be such 
Committee. 

The Committee so chosen shall nominate a list of candidates for 
the various offices to be filled at the ensuing Annual Meeting, and 
shall post such list in a conspicuous place in the House of tlie As- 
sociation, at least ten days before such Annual Meeting. 

There shall be elected, by ballot, at the Stated Meeting in De- 
cember, three Inspectors and Canvassers for the ensuing election, 
any two of whom shall be a quorum, and, if necessary, the Presi- 
dent or presiding officer may fill vacancies at or before the election. 

At the Annual Meeting tlie polls for the election shall be opened 
at the organization of the meeting, and shall remain open for one 
hour and a half. 

At the October Meeting of 1881, and thereafter at each Annual 
Meeting, there shall be appointed by the Presiding Officer a Com- 
mittee of Ten, to be known as the Committee upon Judicial Nomi- 
nations, whose duty it shall be to consider the fitness of candidates 
nominated or proposed to be nominated, by political parties or 
otherwise, for election or appointment to judicial office, or to any 
office connected with the administration of justice, and to confer 
on that subject with other organizations or with Nominating Con- 
ventions, and with power to recommend to the Association, at a 
special meeting or otherwise, such action in respect to candidates 
as they may deem necessary or proper. 

XVIII 

AMENDMENT OF BY-LAWS 

These By-Laws may be amended at any Stated Meeting of the 
Association, but only by a vote of two-thirds of those present, and 
provided that ten days' notice in writing of the proposed amend- 
ment shall have been given to the Executive Committee, and also 
that notice of the same shall have been given by the Secretary in 
the notices of the meeting.

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ANNUAL REPORT OP THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

FOR 1903 

[Read January 12, 1904] 

To the Association of the Bar of the City of New York: 

In obedience to the requirements of the By-Laws, the Executive 
Committee respectfully submits its Thirty-Fourth Annual Report. 

The Committee organized by the election of Arthur H. Masten 
as Chairman, and Edwin D. Worcester, Jr., as Secretary. During 
tlie \ear, the usual stated meetings have been held, and also one 
special meeting. The transactions at these meetings have been 
regularly entered on the minutes of the Committee, and have been 
from time to time reported to the Association. 

Messrs. Egerton L. Winthrop, Jr., Edmund L. Baylies and 
James Byrne were appointed to be the House Committee ; Messrs. 
Hamilton Odell, Edward C. Henderson, Michael H. Cardozo, 
Edwin D. Worcester, Jr. and William G. Wilson were appointed 
to be the Library Committee. All of these gentlemen have served 
throughout the year on their respective Committees. 

The financial condition of the Association is satisfactory. The 
full detail is shown in the separate report which will be presented 
by the Treasurer. 

The transactions of the Library Committee will be presented 
in their separate report. The amount appropriated to the use of 
the Library Committee during the year, out of the annual budget, 
has been $10,000. In addition to this, the Library has received 
from the various special funds devoted to library purposes the 
sum of $912.86. The late Mr. Albert Mathews, who died Sep- 
tember 9, 1903, left to the Association, by his last will, a legacy 
of $5,000, the income of which is to be devoted to the purchase 
of books suitable to the library. This legacy has been paid, and 
invested, and its income will, after 1903, be available for library 
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purposes. An account of this legacy is given in the reports of 
the Treasurer and of the Library Committee. 

The number of volumes in the library at the date of the last 
Annual Report of the Executive Committee was 56,911. There 
have been added since that date, by g^ft, 457 volumes, and by pur- 
chase, 2,076 volumes. The present number of volumes in the 
library is 59,444- 

On January 13, 1903, there were 1,757 members of the Asso- 
ciation. The present membership is 1,805. 

In addition to gifts of books to the library, a detailed statement 
of which will be found in the report of the Library Committee, the 
Association has during the year received other gifts, as follows : 

From the late Mr. Albert Mathews, a legacy of $5,000 (already 
mentioned), the income of which is to be devoted to the purchase 
of books suitable to the library ; from the family of the late Samuel 
Hand, formerly Judge of the Court of Appeals, an oil-painting 
portrait of Judge Hand, to take the place of the portrait formerly 
presented by Mr. Clifford A. Hand; from Mrs. Charles A. 
Rapallo, a steel engraved portrait of her husband, the late Charles 
A. Rapallo, Judge of the Court of Appeals; from Mr. Andrew 
McKinley, a composite group photograph of the Justices of the 
Supreme Court of the United States who held ofiice during the 
incumbency of the late Mr. Justice McKlinley; and from Mr. 
Inglis Stuart, an autograph of Andrew Stewart, one of the sign- 
ers of the call for organization of this Association. 

In addition to these gifts, the Committee of the English Bar 
having in charge the Memorial Fund of the late Lord Russell of 
Killowen, Chief Justice of England, has offered to present to this 
Association a life-size bust in marble of Lord Russell, to be exe- 
cuted by Mr, Thomas Brock, R. A., the sculptor who made the 
statue of Lord Russell for the Royal Courts of Justice. The bust 
is intended not only as a memorial of Lord Russell, but also as 
an expression of the g^titude of the Committee for the contribu- 
tion sent by the legal profession in this coimtry to the Memorial 
Fund. This offer has been accepted by the Executive Committee, 
who have replied that the Association will hold the gift both as a 
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memorial of Lord Russell, and also as a sign and expression of 
the cordial and fraternal relations existing between the Bar of 
England and the Bar of the United States. Your Committee de- 
sires to make special mention of the kind services, in this matter, 
of the Hon. Joseph H. Choate, the American Ambassador in Eng- 
land, to whose influence it is due that this Association was selected 
as the recipient of the g^ft. 

Your Committee has further to report that Mr. John H. Judge 
has offered to present to the Association a bronze bust, set in a 
bronze mural tablet, of the late George P. Andrews, a Justice of 
the Supreme Court in this Department. This offer has been duly 
accepted by the Executive Committee. 

During the year, the Association has purchased the premises 
No. 39 West 43rd Street, one of the two lots of land which abut 
on the rear of a portion of the land upon which the House of the 
Association is built. The other of these two lots. No. 41 West 
43rd Street, was purchased by the Association in 1902. The pur- 
chase of these two lots forever secures the Association against 
any interference with the light received by it from 43rd Street, 
and gives it room for a possible enlargement of its House in that 
direction.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE LIBRARY COMMITTEE 

FOR 1903 

[Read January 12, 1904] 

To the Association of the Bar of the City of New York: 

The Library Committee respectfully reports: 

The total number of volumes in the library is 59,444. 

Of these, 46,361 have been purchased and 13,083 have been 
presented to the Association. 

The cost of the library for books and binding to the present 
time has been $2i9,352.77. 

There have been added to the library during the past year 2,533 
volumes, as follows : 

Reports and Digests 495 

Statutes 184 

Treatises, etc 398 

Periodicals 185 

Cases and Points 695 

Documents 409 

Trials, etc 19 

Miscellaneous 148 

Total 2,533 

Of these, 2,076 were purchased and 457 were presented. There 
have been added to the library during the year 205 pamphlets. 
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The expenditures for the year 1903 have been as follows :

The uninterrupted growth of the collections of current Ameri- 
can and English law shotdd be mentioned. Especially noteworthy 
are the results of the systematic effort to obtain the latest editions 
of important English text books. Over ninety volumes have been 
received in this department alone. No familiar lines have been 
neglected, and there is a constant endeavor to reach out into the 
field already so well covered and fill in gaps wherever such exist 
and the necessary volimies are within the means of the Association. 

The library has recently acquired a complete set of the Execu- 
tive Journals of the U. S. Senate. These are botmd in twenty- 
nme volumes, and cover the secret proceedings from 1789 to 1891 
inclusive, the entire period from which the Senate has removed 
the ban of secrecy. At some future date the publication of later 
proceedings will be authorized, and it is the intention to bring the 
set to date as soon as the volimies are issued. The Journals are 
frequently cited by the U. S. courts, and a complete set, such as 
the Association now has, is rare, as only one hundred copies were 
printed of volumes 4 to 16. 

The international law and political science collections have con- 
tinued to receive important accessions. 

There have been received additions to our continental European 
law, especially to that of France. 

Two important works on the French Code de commerce have 
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been acquired, and the Committee has ordered the completion and 
continuation of the set of the Bulletin des lois. This set begins 
with the French Revolution and is the publication containing the 
official session laws of France. 

There have been some notable gifts to the library of the Asso- 
ciation during the past year. First in importance is the bequest 
of $5,000 from the late Albert Mathews, one of the founders of 
the Association. The principal is to be invested and the income 
used for the purchase of law books. We have received from J. C. 
Havemeyer, Esq., 38 volumes of New York City documents from 
the library of his father, the Hon. William F. Havemeyer, who 
served as Mayor of the City during the years 1845-46, 1848-49, 
1873-74. There have been other important gifts, all of which 
are noted in the list of donations appended. 

Through the kindness of Chandler P. Anderson, Esq., and the 
Hon. Elihu Root, the Association will have a complete record of 
the Proceedings before the Alaskan Botmdary Tribunal. All the 
material now in print has been received. Secretary Root's gift 
included the album and all the maps which accompanied the Brit- 
ish Case and Counter-case, and of which very few copies were 
issued. The lacking parts, including the arguments, opinions, de- 
cisions and final protocols, will be sent as soon as the printed copies 
are complete. 

Robert C. Morris, Esq., has promised a copy of his report on 
the Venezuelan Claims. This will contain all the pleadings and 
decisions in each of the claims. 

An addition to the shelving was made during the past summer, 
the unused space in the stackroom having been utilized, giving 
additional room for 6,000 volumes. At the same time, the avail- 
able shelf space in the library was increased by removing to the 
stackroom many books little used. 

The two copies of the card catalogue were finished during the 
summer and were moved to the library, where constantly increas- 
ing use is made of them. It is believed that, as time goes on, the 
advantages of this form of catalogue will become more and more 
apparent. 
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The Committee again regret that they have not at their disposal 
another fund like the Carter Fund, which would enable them to 
take immediate advantage of opportunities to purchase rare books. 
The competition for such rarities is becoming keener as the pur- 
chasers increase in number, and the Association is at a disadvan- 
tage without the ready resource such as the now exhausted Carter 
Fund once afforded.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE 
AMENDMENT OF THE LAW FOR 1903 

[Read January 12, 1904] 

To the Association of the Bar of the City of New York: 

The Committee on the Amendment of the Law respectfully re- 
ports: The Committee met every Monday night at the rooms of 
the Association, from the date of its organization to the adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature at Albany. 

All bills that reached the Association before the night of eaph 
meeting were examined by members of the Committee designated 
for that purpose, and all bills relating to administrative or substan- 
tive law returned by such sub-committees were then laid before the 
Committee and carefully considered. Sub-committees were fre- 
quently appointed for the purpose of investigation and special re- 
port concerning important measures before the Committee. After 
the presentation of such special reports, the bill under considera- 
tion was discussed and the decision of the Committee favoring or 
disapproving the bill was immediately forwarded to the Chairman 
of the Committee at Albany having charge of such bill. 

Perhaps the most important bills considered by the committee 
were those relating to procedure in the Surrogates' Courts. Some 
of these related to administrative and some to substantive form. 
Most if not all of the bills relating to the subject matter referred to 
failed of enactment. A special committee was afterwards aj)- 
pointed by the President of the Association, who were authorized 
to act with the Committee of the State Bar Association, and to re- 
port and recommend such changes in the procedure of the Surro- 
gates' Courts as to such Committees might seem desirable. This 
report has been prepared and sent to members of the Association. 
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The desirability of having a competent person at Albany during 
the session of the Legislature to keep the Association, through 
this Committee, informed as to the character and condition of bills 
introduced and under consideration is quite apparent, and your 
Committee respectfully recommends to the Executive Committee 
that some such arrangement be made.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
GRIEVANCES FOR 1903 

[Read January 12, 1904] 

To the Association of the Bar of the City of New York: 

The Committee on Grievances respectfully submits its Annual 
Report for the year 1903. 

During the past year the Ccwnmittee has had its attention called 
to sixty-five complaints against attorneys practicing in this judicial 
district, being an increase of twenty over the number of complaints 
received during the year 1902. Many of these complaints were 
first investigated by the attorney of the Association and, being 
found to be without merit, were dismissed. 

The Committee has held twenty-seven sessions during the year 
and has tried nineteen complaints, the testimony of the parties 
and all other witnesses being taken in each case. Some of the 
complaints were dismissed by the Committee, as, in its opinion, 
not requiring further action. 

In six cases the names of the attorneys complained of were sent 
to the Executive Committee with a recommendation that they be 
presented to the Appellate Division for disbarment. 

Five of the complaints this year were against members of the 
Association. Of these complaints there are none that require any 
present action by the Association. One complaint against a mem- 
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ber of the Association was deemed of suflScient importance to 
cause the member complained of to appear before the Committee. 
A trial was had and the complaint was sustained by the Commit- 
tee, when the member complained of resigned, and thereby ceased 
to be a member of the Association. In another instance the 
charges were not sustained. There is one complaint against a 
member which is still pending before the Committee, for the rea- 
son that the member complained of is too ill to appear before the 
Committee. 

The names of George E. Mills and of Robert A. Ammon were, 
by orders of the Appellate Division of this Department, stricken 
from the rolls of attorneys of this State, after prosecutions recom- 
mended by your Committee. 

At the present time there are three proceedings for disbarment 
now before the Appellate Division, in one of which the testimony 
is all in, and three applications for disbarment are about to be 
made to the Court. 

The District Attorney's office has rendered valuable assistance 
to the Committee in a number of cases.

Your Committee on Judicial Nominations respectfully reports: 

At a stated meeting of the Association held October 13, 1903, 
your Committee submitted the following report: 

To the Association of the Bar of the City of New York: 

Your Committee on Judicial Nominations reports: 

The concurrence of the Republican and Democratic parties in 
the renomination of Judge Denis O'Brien for the Court of Ap- 
peals and Justice Henry Bischoif, Jr., for the Supreme Court in 
this district, is, in the opinion of your Committee, cause for hearty 
<:ongratulation. These nominations are a further recognition of 
the principle repeatedly advocated by this Association, that, with- 
out respect to party. Judges who have acceptably discharged the 
duties of their office should be re-elected. 

Your Committee has this year, for the first time, undertaken 10 
investigate and report upon the candidates for election to the 
position of Justice of the Municipal Court. It is, in the judgment 
of your Committee, a matter of great concern to the Bar, and to 
the people of the City at large, that the Justices of the Municipal 
Court should be lawyers of character and ability. 

Your Committee informed itself, as fully as practicable, by in- 
vestigation and conference, as to the proposed nominations in 
both of the Judicial Districts in this Borough (the Twelfth and 
Thirteenth) in which Justices of the Municipal Court are to be 
elected this year. 

Your Committee is satisfied that William S. Bennet and Julius 
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J. Kremer have acceptably discharged the duties of their office 
since their appointment as Municipal Justices in the Twelfth and 
Thirteenth Districts respectively, and, in the opinion of your 
Committee, those candidates, as well as Alfred P. W. Seaman, in 
the Twelfth District, and Leon J. Sanders, in the Thirteenth Dis- 
trict, are proper candidates. 

Your Committee does not recommend to the Association any 
discriminative action as to any candidate, and reports no resolu- 
tions.

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THE MEMORIAL BOOK 

At a Stated Meeting of the Association of the Bar of the City 
of New York, held at the Hall of the Association, on the 14th day 
of March, a. d. 1882, it was resolved, that 

"The Executive Committee of this Association is to be charged 
with the duty of preparing and presenting to the Association at 
the Stated Meeting next succeeding the death of any former Judge 
of the Court of Appeals, or of any Court of Record in this City and 
County, or of any member of this Association, a suitable Mem- 
orial, which, after adoption by the Association, is to be transcribed 
into a 'Memorial Book/ to be kept among its archives — 3, copy of 
the Memorial, certified to by the President and Secretary, to be 
presented to the Court of which the deceased may have been a 
member." 

At a Stated Meeting of the Association of the Bar of the City of 
New York, held at the Hall of the Association on the 14th day of 
May, A. D. 189s, the following resolutions, presented by direction 
of the Executive Committee, were adopted : 

Resolved, That upon the death of any member of this Associa- 
tion, the Executive Committee shall prepare a minute tliereof, 
which shall be incorporated in the record of the Committee's pro- 
ceedings, and after being read at the meeting of the Association 
shall be transcribed into the Memorial Book of the Association. 

Resolved, Also, that the Executive Committee may cause to be 
prepared such further memorial as may seem to it befitting, which, 
after adoption by the Association, shall be transcribed into the 
Memorial Book of the Association, and a copy whereof duly certi- 
fied by the President and Secretary shall be presented to the 
Court of which the deceased was a member. 
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At stated meetings of the Association, held during the year 1903, 
the following Memorials were presented to the Association by the 
Executive Committee, and adopted: 



MEMORIAL OF E. ELLERY ANDERSON 
(Prepared by Hon. William G. Choate) 

Elbert EUery Anderson was born in the City of New York on 
the 31st day of October, 1833. He was the son of Henry James 
Anderson, Professor of Mathematics in Columbia College. After 
a few months at Professor Anthon's grammar school in this city he 
sailed for Europe with his parents in July, 1843, ^^^ entered an 
English school in Paris ; in July, 1844, he went to Geneva, Switzer- 
land, where he remained at school three years; when fourteen 
years old he left school and travelled extensively with his father 
in Europe and the East ; returning to America in January, 1849, 
he commenced the study of Greek with a private tutor. In Sep- 
tember, 1849, he entered Harvard College as a Sophomore, and 
was graduated in the class of 1852, being the youngest member 
of the largest class that had up to that time left the University. 

Even at that early day he exhibited those sterling qualities of 
mind and heart which distinguished him in after life. As a 
student he was diligent and conscientious. He attained an honor- 
able standing for scholarship. He had imagination and humor. 
He was of a genial disposition and socially popular, and always 
the gentleman. He was especially fond of mathematics and lan- 
guages. He was passionately devoted to the study of music. This 
natural taste found expression in his commencement part, a dis- 
sertation on "The Dramatic Power of Mozart." 

The requirements of study at that time, which were much less 
exacting than at present, left a precocious and quick witted youth 
such as he was abundant leisure for general reading, and he im- 
proved his opportunities in this respect to the fullest extent. 

In temperament he was cheerful, enthusiastic, optimistic. What- 
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ever he put his hand to he pursued with zeal to its utmost accom- 
plishment. 

He graduated with honors, and the scholarly tastes and habits 
thus early acquired were maintained through life, and, as he 
showed in his subsequent career, the training of his naturally 
strong mind and character came up to Milton's test of a "complete 
and generous education" — "that which fits a man to perform 
justly^ skilfully and magnanimously all the offices, both private and 
public, of peace and war." 

Leaving College, he chose the profession of the law, for whicli 
he had a natural aptitude, and studied law in this City and was 
admitted to the Bar in 1854, and began that successful career as 
an attorney and advocate which contmued till his death, on Febru- 
ary 24th, 1903, without interruption, except for the brief period 
of his military service during the Civil War. He first formed a law 
partnership with Mr. Francis S. Banks, under the firm name of 
Banks & Anderson. 

In the Spring of 1862, upon the call of the President, he volun- 
teered in the Twelfth Regiment of the New York Militia, after 
the retreat of our army in the Shenandoah Valley, and with that 
regiment went to the front with the rank of major. He was made 
a prisoner at Harper's Ferry by the forces of Stonewall Jackson 
shortly before the battle of Antietam, and was released on parole. 

Returning to New York, he resumed his practice at the Bar, and 
in 1866 entered into partnership with Mr. Frederick H. Man, 
under the firm name of Anderson & Man. This partnership con- 
tinued till 1890. He subsequently t)ecame the senior partner in 
the firm of Anderson, Pendleton & Anderson, his partners being 
his son, P. Chauncey Anderson, and Frank K. Pendleton, and this 
firm continued in business till his death. In his profession he was 
successful, and won the general respect of his brethren of the 
Bench and the Bar. His ideals of conduct, both personal and pro- 
fessional, were always of the highest. As an advocate he was un- 
tiring in diligence, clear in statement, frank and sincere with the 
court, courteous to opponents, earnest and zealous in argument. 
He was an old fashioned lawyer, in that he loved his profession for 
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what it was and for what it could do for the g^ood of the com- 
munity, without a trace of that commercial spirit which sometimes 
degrades it from a profession to a trade. 

In this long course of practice at the Bar he appeared in all 
courts. State and Federal, wherever the interest of his clients called 
him. Among many important causes which he conducted or in 
which he took a leading part the following may be especially re- 
membered : 

In 1870 he appeared for the defendants in a suit brought by the 
executors of Alonzo Paige, in the Circuit Court of the United 
States for this District, against Gould & Banks, publishers of the 
first volume of Paige's Chancery Reports, for the alleged infringe- 
ment of copyrights. The question turned on the construction of 
a contract between Paige and the publishers, and related to their 
rights, respectively, in the extension of the copyright granted 
under a law of Congress passed subsequently to the date of the 
contract. The decision of the Circuit Court, afterward affirmed by 
the Supreme Court of the United States, was in accordance with 
tlie advice given to the publishers by Mr. Anderson before suit 
was brought. 

Another vjry important litigation which he brought to a suc- 
cessful conclusion was the suit of bondholders of the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas Railroad to secure their right, under the terms of 
their bond and mortgage, to have an account taken of the income 
of the railroad, and to have the net income applied to the pa)mient 
of interest on the bonds. It involved, also, many (questions of what 
were proper and what were improper deductions from gross in- 
come, made by the company in the ascertainment of the "net or 
surplus earnings," to which the bondholders were entitled. The 
case is reported under the title of Barry v. Railway Co., 27 Federal 
Reporter, i. It was hotly contested, the defend'int claiming the 
right to devote its earnings to various purposes, which, if allowed, 
would wholly absorb them, and leave the bondholders without any 
interest on their bonds. The result was highly successful to the 
bondholders, who recovered several millions as income to which 
they were entitled. 
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The very recent case of In re Pell, 60 Appellate Div., 286; 171 
N. Y., 48, involved the highly important question whether re- 
mainders in personal property tmder wills which took effect prior 
to the passage of the transfer tax statute, which remainders vested 
an interest at the death of the testator, but came into possession 
after the statute was passed, could constitutionally be taxed. The 
decisions below were against Mr. Anderson's contention, that such 
taxation attempted by the statute was an unconstitutional infringe- 
ment of vested rights, but his point was sustained by the final de- 
cision of the Court of Appeals. His brief and his argument were 
able, learned and convincing, and in this, as in all his professional 
work, he put forth the best efforts of an acute and highly trained 
mind, aided by all that industry and research could suggest. 

In 1887 he was appointed by President Cleveland one of a com- 
mission to investigate the Union Pacific Railway Company, and he 
afterward became one of its receivers. 

Mr. Anderson was deeply interested in all educational work, and 
rendered most valuable service to the common school system of his 
native City from January ist, 1877, to February loth, 1899 — ^more 
than twenty-two years — ^with a single interval of four years. He 
served as School Trustee of the 21st Ward from January ist, 1877, 
to January ist, 1893. He was a member of the Board of Education 
from January ist, 1897, *^ January 31st, 1898. From February 
1st, 1898, to February loth, 1899, he was a member of the School 
Board for the Boroughs of Manhattan and the Bronx. On Febru- 
ary 9th, 1898, the School Board for the Boroughs of Manhattan 
and the Bronx elected him a delegate to the Board of Education 
of the City of New York, as constituted by the Greater New York 
Charter, and he served as a member of that Board until his resig- 
nation, on February loth, 1899. He was Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on By-Laws and Legislation from January 20th, 1897, till 
his resignation. He also served on various other committees, both 
in the School Board for the Boroughs of Manhattan and the 
Bronx and in the Board of Education. In all this long period of 
gratuitous labor for the cause of education and the promotion of 
the interests of the common school system he was faithful and 
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untiring in industry and in his endeavor to make this indispensable 
part of the public service pure, efficient and worthy of the confi- 
dence of the people. Although during many years a suflferer from 
periodical attacks of a painful disease, he never spared himself. 
Both in his professional and his public duties he labored on with 
courage and zeal against obstacles which would have deterred 
many men from the eflFort 

He sought no office except such as would give him an oppor- 
tunity to serve the public without pecuniary reward to himself. 

In politics he was a lifelong Democrat by conviction, and he ren- 
dered great services to his party in the same disinterested and 
chivalrous spirit which characterized his whole life. His sense 
of right and justice was so great that he could, and did, go against 
his party, if convinced that its success would be detrimental to the 
country. Thus, in 1896, on the issue of soimd money, he voted 
against his party in the Presidential election. As a member and 
president of the Reform Club he gave a great deal of time, study 
and labor to the advocacy of tariflf reform, a cause which he had 
greatly at heart 

In many movements for the better government of the City of 
New York, both in and out of his party, he took a prominent part. 
He took an active part in the overthrow of the Tweed ring and 
the work of driving corrupt judges from office. He was one of 
the founders of this Association, and always interested in its work 
and its prosperity, and served on several of its most important 
committees. His political activities were incessant. A friend and 
political associate thus describes some of the more important: 
"After the Presidential election of 1880 there was great dissatis- 
faction among many Democrats in the City with the management 
of the party here. A committee of one hundred gentlemen was 
organized, comprising Messrs. Hewitt, Cooper, Whitney and many 
others who had then achieved, or have since arisen to, great promi- 
nence in the party and State. Of this committee Mr. Anderson 
was a very active and useful member. The committee held many 
meetings, extending over several months, and finally devised and 
promulgated a plan of party organization designed to popularize 
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the party and so far as possible to minimize the unlimited and ar- 
bitrary power of individual leaders. Out of this plan grew up the 
County Democracy, which for a number of years exerted a pre- 
dominant influence in Democratic politics in this City. So long as 
it adhered to its fundamental principle of organization Mr. An- 
derson gave it his enthusiastic and most useful support. His in- 
terest in it only waned when it began to relapse into the same sort 
of condition which it had been organized to oppose. The next 
movement which excited his earnest support was the so-called 
Anti-Snap movement. In the late Winter or early Spring of 1886 
the Democratic State Convention for the selection of delegates to 
the approaching National Convention was suddenly called at an 
tmexampled early date. It was the generally accepted belief that 
this move was made with a view to the selection of a delegation 
which would be unfavorable to the nomination of President Cleve- 
land. A great number of Democrats of the same general char- 
acter as those who formed the Committee of One Hundred in 188 1 
proceeded to create an organization of Democrats extending all 
over the State. The labor involved was prodigious. The time 
was short and the obstacles were many. Of all those who labored 
unremittingly none was more effective and tireless than Mr. An- 
derson. The result of his labors and those of his co-laborers has 
become a matter of history. It it is quite safe to say that Mr. An- 
derson's political actions and activities were always influenced 
solely by his profound and conscientious belief in the justice of 
each cause which he espoused." 

In his private and domestic life he was fortunate, happy and 
without reproach. He bore the inevitable trials of life with forti- 
tude and exemplary patience. As a citizen he was ever ready to 
do his full part for the sake of the public good, without hope of 
personal reward. As a member of our profession he set a high 
example in the performance of that important part of the great 
work of the administration of justice which by our system of law 
is assigned to the attorney and the advocate. The purity, the 
■charm and the strength of his personal character permeated all the 
actions of his life and gave to them their efficiency and value. 
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From his life and example the profession of the law has received 
honor, and his name should ever be held in grateful memory by 
this Association. 



MEMORIAL OF GEORGE P. ANDREWS 
(Prepared by John H. Judge) 

George Peirce Andrews was bom at North Bridgeton, Maine, 
the 29th day of September, 1835, ^^^ passed away at tlie City of 
New York on the 24th day of May, 1902. His father was Colonel 
Solomon Andrews and his mother Sybil Ann Fams worth, both of 
Maine. After some instruction in a private school in his birth- 
place and in the public school in St. Johnsbury, Vermont, where 
his parents had removed, he entered Williston Seminary, East 
Hampton, Massachusetts, at fifteen years of age. There he pre- 
pared for Yale University, which he entered in the Fall of 1854^ 
and was graduated with the class of 1858, securing the highly 
prized honor of class orator. 

After his graduation he went to Portland, Maine, and began the 
study of the law in the office of United States Senator William 
Pitt Fessenden. In 1858 he went to Carroll Parish, Louisiana, as 
tutor in an old Southern family, continuing there reading the text- 
books of his chosen profession. In i860 he came to New York 
City and renewed his studies with H. P. Fessenden, a relative of 
the Senator. He secured a clerkship in the office of the United 
States District Attorney for the Southern District of New York 
under Judge Roosevelt, and there began his useful public life,, 
which practically continued for the remai«*der of his days. He kept 
up his law studies while a clerk, and was admitted to practice at 
the Bar of this State in May, i860. He advanced himself in this 
office r?ipidly, and when E. Delafield Smith was appointed United 
States District Attorney by President Lincoln in 1861 he found 
Mr. Andrews master of all matters assigned to him and of the 
growing details of that busy office during the Civil War. He was 
soon made a full assistant, a position which he held under the 
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various changes until 1869, when he resigned to take up the private 
practice of the law. This, however, was only for a short time, as 
he was appointed first assistant Corporation Counsel to the City 
of New York in December, 1872. This important position he held 
until 1882, when Mayor Grace made him Corporation Counsel. In 
1883 he was nominated by the United Democratic factions in this 
City as Justice of the Supreme Court of the State of New York, 
and was elected by a large majority. He served as Judge the full 
term of fourteen years, when he was renominated by the Repub- 
lican party and Citizens' Union, but that ticket was unsuccessful. 
The following year he was renominated by the Democratic party^ 
and elected to the Supreme Court for a second term. 

Both in the Corporation Counsel's office and as Judge he was 
recognized as a high authority on mimicipal and corporation law 
and in equity cases. He presided in all branches of the Supreme 
Court, including the criminal. His opinions on complicated quesr 
tions arising under the tax laws were of exceptional value and 
seldom reversed. As Corporation Cotmsel he personally investi- 
gated and carried through all the courts the heavy and difficult 
litigation on behalf of the City against the national banks and 
monied corporations, resulting in final decisions which brought 10 
the City's treasury more than three millions of dollars for unpaid 
back taxes, and established the law under which they have since 
paid much more. As a Judge he was a firm believer in trial by 
jury, often s^3dng "they came as near being right and fair as was 
possible under our present social system." In 1897 in an able 
opinion he declared the part of the Liquor Tax Law to be uncon- 
stitutional that denied the right of trial by jury. 

Early in May, 1902, Judge Andrews was stricken with apoplexy,, 
followed by another stroke, from the effects of which he departed 
this life on May 24th, 1902. He added to our long list of deceased 
Judges a life too early extinguished by the exacting conditions 
which surround the Judiciary in their arduous work. 

In 1889 he married Catherine M. Van Auken, the daughter of 
the late Commodore Cornelius K. Garrison. Mrs. Andrews sur- 
vives him. He had no children. He was an early member of the 
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Union League Club, also of the Manhattan, Metropolitan and the 
New York Yacht Clubs. 

To him, as a young Assistant United States District Attorney, is 
due the credit of the conviction and execution of Captain Nathaniel 
Gordon for the crime of carrying on the slave trade on the high 
seas. At the opening of the Civil War 130 vessels were engaged 
in the slave trade, with their headquarters in New York City. 
Captain Gordon was caught by one of our cruisers on the Congo 
River in a ship called the "Erie," which had on board 890 young 
negroes, male and female. He was indicted in New York City, the 
Federal law of 1820 making this business an act of piracy, with 
the death penalty. On the first trial the jury disagreed, and then 
Mr. Andrews, to whom was assigned the duty of preparing and 
prosecuting the case, personally sought the only evidence which 
he knew could convict this man, through the seaport towns of 
Maine, and there found members of the crew, but only after a long, 
wearisome and careful search. It was difficult to induce the crew 
to testify, as they were liable to prosecution. The second trial was 
tefore Judge Nelson. Gordon's defense was the theretofore suc- 
cessful plea that he was not the master of the vessel, and was only 
a passenger, but the masterly preparation of the evidence and 
prosecution of the case by Mr. Andrews resulted in the conviction 
of Captain Gordon and his subsequent execution in the Tombs on 
February 21st, 1862. It is generally conceded that the execution 
of this man, who was foremost in that nefarious trade, put an end 
to the slave trade in this country, which had continued for over 
three himdred years, and for at least forty-two years after Con- 
gress had forbidden it. Thousands of slaves had suffered tortures 
on these voyages, thousands had been thrown overboard or suffo- 
cated in the holds of the slave ships, but not a person engaged in 
that awful business had been punished in the United States until 
Mr. Andrews convicted Captain Gordon. While he was tutoring 
in Louisiana he had studied the slave question on the ground, and 
then was laid in his heart and in his mind the incentive that moved 
liim to the heroic work which convicted Captain Gordon. 

Judge Andrews was extremely cautious and reticent, even 
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among his intimate friends, and never talked for the sake of talk- 
ing. He was thoughtful and reserved, but very genial in a quiet 
way, and full of devotion to those he loved. He was a great reader 
of literature, especially French. His class oration was a strong 
paper, giving his early views on the depressing influence of intel- 
lectual authority over men's minds, and the need of independent 
thought for every one, thus expounding at that early time the 
thought of the majority of the educated men of this day. Looking 
back over his life, one is impressed to observe how truly it pre- 
sented an example of his original cast of mind, as set forth in his 
class oration. Although his life was spent in propounding and 
enforcing the administration of the law, he never abandoned his 
belief in the need of independent thought. He was never promoted 
to the various offices he held through political influence, but solely 
through merit. He seemed to step into the offices as though they 
were created and waiting for him. He always thought it dan- 
gerous for a lawyer to get away from his law books, and. looked 
forward to the time when he could end his later days in liberal 
study, as he had a great appreciation of the merits of literature. 
His reflecting powers of mind were so great that he grasped the 
substance of a thing by direct force. His style was direct and 
cogent, never wasting time on unimportant matters, and he was a 
master of the art of clearly presenting facts and the law applicable. 
He contented himself with practical results. His diction was 
simple and clear. He was a loyal friend, clinging to the associates 
of his early life until the end. He had a strong temper, but even 
under the most trying circumstances rarely showed it, and always 
maintained that "he who judges between the imperfections of men 
should show as little as possible the imperfections in himself." No 
Judge on our Bench was more courteous and kind to the Bar, 
especially to its younger members. He was not a politician, but 
was always a Democrat of the most unflinching type. 

He was the most "humane of judges and the most judicial of 
men," and leaves a name and record unsullied, and one that will 
ever have a place of honor in the history of this great City. 
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MEMORIAL OF WILLIAM ALLEN BUTLER 
(Prepared by Hon. George C. Holt) 

William Allen Butler was bom at Albany, on February 20th, 
1825, and died at Yonkers, on September 9th, 1902. He was a 
son of Benjamin F. Butler and Harriet Allen, his wife. She 
was a relative of Lieutenant William Howard Allen of the Navy, 
for whom William Allen Butler was named. 

Benjamin F. Butler was one of the most distinguished lawyers 
of his time. He was Attorney General in the Cabinets of Presi- 
dents Jackson and Van Buren, and was one of the authors of 
the revision of the laws of New Yoiic of 1830. 

After he ceased to be a member of the Cabinet of Mr. Van 
Buren he settled in New York City, and continued to reside 
there with his family during the rest of his life. William Allen 
Butler was educated at the University of the City of New York, 
from which he was graduated in the year 1843. He was deeply at- 
tached to the University, and was highly honored by it During 
many years he delivered a course of lectures on Admiralty Law 
before the Law School of the University. He was for many 
years a member of the Council of the University, and after the 
death of his uncle, Mr. Charles Butler, was its president for a 
considerable time. 

Mr. Butler naturally chose the law for his profession. He was 
brought up in a legal atmosphere. The family's social relations 
were largely among lawyers. One sister married Mr. Daniel De 
Forest Lord and another Mr. John P. Crosby. 

Mr. Butler studied law in the office of his father, and was ad- 
mitted to the Bar in 1846. His first partner was Hiram Barney, 
who was Collector of the Port of New York during the War of 
the Rebellion, and in that connection held peculiarly intimate re- 
lations with Mr. Lincoln and his Cabinet 

After the firm of Barney & Butler had been in existence for 
some time Mr. James Humphrey, afterward a member of Con- 
gress from Brooklyn, was taken into the partnership, the name 
becoming Barney, Humphrey & Butler. After Mr. Humphrey's 
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retirement Mr. George W. Parsons was taken into the firm, the 
new style being Barney, Butler & Parscms. This firm was suc- 
ceeded by the firm of Butler, Stillman & Hubbard, and by the 
present firm of Butler, Notman, Joline & Mynderse, in which 
Mr. Butler's oldest son, Mr. William Allen Butler, Jr., has been 
for many years a member. 

During Mr. Butler's entire life the firm with which he was 
connected did a very large law business. Mr. Butler was the 
leading advocate in the firm, but his professional work was not 
at all confined to advocacy. He took also a laborious and active 
part as office counsel and in the general administration of the 
business. In 1850 Mr. Butler married Miss Mary Russell Mar- 
shall, a daughter of Captain Charles H. Marshall, of the famous 
Black Ball line of packet ships, and who, from 1845 ^^ 1865, was 
one of the Board of Pilot Commissioners. Mr. Butler became at 
an early age counsel for this board. The regulation of pilotage 
for the Port of New York, although Congress has power to regu- 
late it, has usually been left under the control of the states. A 
vicious system of political control in the creation and mainte- 
nance of the Board of Port Wardens, which resulted in terrible 
disasters on Rockaway Beach and the shipwreck of the vessels 
the "Bristol" and the "Mexico," with the loss of many lives, in 
the years 1836 and 1837, excited a storm of public indignation, 
and the Port Warden system was abolished. In 1845 ^^ State 
repealed all its pilotage laws, apparently expecting that the mat- 
ter would be adequately regulated by Congress, but it was not. 
The Chamber of Commerce and the Board of Marine Under- 
writers thereupon formed a voluntary association for the licensing 
and government of pilots, which continued until 1853, when the 
Legislature passed an act creating a Board of Commissioners of 
Pilots, on the basis of the existing voluntary organization, pro- 
viding that three commissioners should be elected by the Chamber 
of Commerce and two by the Board of Marine Underwriters. The 
constitutionality of this act was questioned on the ground that 
the method of the appointment of the commissioners by non- 
political organizations was contrary to the Constitution of the 
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State, and also on the fundamental ground that Congress alone 
had authority to pass laws regulating the subject of pilotage. la 
the case of Sturgis v. Spofford (45 N. Y., 446), Mr. Butler suc- 
cessfully maintained the constitutionality of the law, which has 
remained in force ever since. It is believed that the Pilotage 
Board affords the sole instance in this State of public officers ap- 
pointed by private organizations having no political or public 
authority. It is a matter of public congratulation that a method 
should have been selected for the appointment of this board 
having in charge such important interests in connection with the 
commerce of this port, which has always kept it free from po- 
litical influences, and Mr. Butler is entitled to much of the credit 
for the establishment and maintenance of the system. Besides 
the regulation of pilotage, the board was empowered by the Leg- 
islature to prevent encroachments on the public piers. In the 
case of People v. Vanderbilt (26 N. Y., 286), Mr. Butler suc- 
ceeded in setting aside a grant made by the Common Council of 
a pier in the North River, and compelled the proprietors of pri- 
vate steamship lines to desist from the exclusive possession of 
piers to the injury of general commerce. This led to legislation 
establishing the present system, permitting the erection of sheds 
on certain piers for the exclusive use of vessels employed in regu- 
lar lines and the setting aside of other piers for the general use 
of commerce. 

Mr. Butler's position as counsel for the Board of Pilot Com- 
missioners naturally led to his being frequently retained in gen- 
eral admiralty business. He was engaged in a large number of 
the most important admiralty cases brought in his time in New 
York. Among these cases were "The Pennsylvania'' (19 Wall., 
126), which established the rule in collision cases that if either 
vessel has violated an express provision of a statute establishing 
a rule of navigation, the burden of proof is upon her to establish 
that such violation could not have contributed in any way to the 
disaster; "The Lottawanna" (21 Wall., 558), which held that 
material men furnishing supplies to a vessel in her home port 
acquired no lien by general maritime law as adopted by the 
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ize such liens by statute, and that such statutes, although not 
capable of enforcement by proceedings in rem in the State courts, 
can be enforced in the United States District Courts ; "The Scot- 
land*' (105 U. S., 24), which held that the owners of foreign ves- 
sels may obtain the benefits of the United States statute limiting 
the liability of ship owners for disasters occurring on the high 
seas, and "The Montana," a case which in the United States 
Supreme Court is reported under the title of the Liverpool, etc., 
Co. V. Phoenix Ins, Co. (129 U. S., 397), which held that a con- 
tract of affreightment made in New York to ship goods by a 
British steamer to Liverpool, where the freight was to be paid 
in English currency, was an American contract, and that a stipu- 
lation exempting the company from responsibility for the negli- 
gence of its servants was void under the rule established by the 
United States Supreme Court in regard to land transportation in 
the case of Railroad Co. v. Lockwood, although by the law of the 
State of New York, of England, and the general maritime law 
existing upon the Continent of Europe such stipulations for ex- 
emption are valid. 

But Mr. Butler's professional labor was not at all confined to 
admiralty law. Several of the newspapers at the time of hts 
death spoke of him as though he were exclusively an admiralty 
lawyer, but it is entirely erroneous to suppose that he was ex- 
clusively or principally devoted to that branch of the profession. 
No man at the New York Bar in his time had a more diversified 
and general practice, as a reference to some of the leading cases 
in which he was engaged, outside of admiralty, will show. Jml- 
liard v. Chaffee (92 N. Y., 529) is a leading authority, showing 
the extent to which the modern authorities have modified the 
rigor of the ancient rule that parol evidence is inadmissible to 
contradict or vary a written contract. Warner v. Jaffray (96 N. 
Y., 248) is a leading authority on the proposition that an assign- 
ment for the benefit of creditors, made by a citizen of this State, 
does not prevent a creditor residing in this State from obtaining 
a valid lien by attachment on the property of the assignor situated 
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in another State, if the requisite steps have not been taken in such 
other State to make the assignment operative upon property sit- 
uated there. The Fifth Avenue Bank v. Colgate (120 N. Y., 381) 
decided what proceedings were necessary for the protection of a 
special partner to extend the term of an existing special partner- 
ship, a question which, owing to the obscure language of the 
statute, had presented great practical difficulties to the profession 
before that decision. Hyde v. King (3 Fed. Rep., 839) was a 
peculiar and intricate case, in which certain fraudulent deeds, 
executed by an official assignee in bankruptcy under the Bank- 
rupt Act of 1841, were set aside. Jones v. Guaranty & Indem- 
nity Co, (loi U. S., 622) was a case in which a large loan was 
held to have been made to a corporation, although the bond to 
secure it was the individual bond of the president of the corpora- 
tion. Hoyt V. S Prague (103 U. S., 113) was a case of extraor- 
dinary complexity, in which an attempt was made to hold the 
estate of a guardian for investments of his ward's property made 
many years before in the stock of a manufacturing corporation. 
Chief Justice Waite of the United States Supreme Court said that 
in that case Mr. Butler made the most lucid statement of compli- 
cated facts which he had ever heard. In Juilliard v. Greenman 
(no U. S., 421) the United States Supreme Court decided that 
Congress had the constitutional power to make Treasury notes a 
legal tender, even in time of peace, and not as an incident of the 
war power, upon which its previous decisions had practically 
based the right ; a decision which a great many of the legal pro- 
fession in this country regard as erroneous, and as being shown 
to be erroneous by the masterly dissenting opinion of Mr. Justice 
Field. Stevenson v. Brooklyn Railway Co, (114 U. S., 149) was 
an important patent suit; the Liverpool, etc., Co. v. Gunther (116 
U. S., 115) involved difficult questions in the law of fire insur- 
ance; the Fourth National Bank v. Franklin (120 U. S., 747) is 
a leading case on the enforcement of stockholders' liability; the 
Union Trust Co. v. N. Y., Chicago & St. Louis Ry. Co., not re- 
ported, argued in the Court of Common Pleas, Cuyahoga County, 
Ohio, involved the validity of the first mortgage for $15,000,000 
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on the Nickel Plate Road. The Court decided against the validity 
of tlie mortgage, but tlie successful parties realized that the de- 
cision was of very doubtful validity, largely by reason of the very 
admirable argument made by Mr. Butler, and a very satisfactory 
reorganization was effected, notwithstanding the adverse decision. 

These cases, and others which might be cited, in which Mr. 
Butler was the leading counsel, generally involved very large 
amounts and very important legal questions, and it is at once ap- 
parent from a consideration of the general class of questions in- 
volved how wide was the scope of his professional practice. His 
general rank as a lawyer was very high. As a consulting counsel, 
supervising the extensive work of a very large office, his advice 
was judicious and accurate; as an advocate he was admirable, 
both in the trial of causes in courts of first instance and upon ap- 
peals. His legal learning was great. He was the master of a 
style of marked distinction, lucidity and force. A peculiarly 
charming feature of his advocacy was the wit with which he 
almost always enlivened his arguments. His humor was always 
kindly and natural. It was never too prominent, but almost al- 
ways, in any argument that he made, there were touches of bright 
and spontaneous humor here and there, which admirably illus- 
trated his argument and always added a charm to it. His wit was 
never sarcastic, and never woimded. He was especially courteous 
to young lawyers whom he met at the Bar. Many letters were 
written to members of his family after his death, in which grateful 
references were made to this trait in his character. 

It is almost impossible to do justice to such a light and evanes- 
cent thing as humor in specifying instances of it, so much depends 
on the circumstances and the individuality of the man who is the 
author of it; but I venture to give a few instances of Mr. But- 
ler's humor, well knowing how inadequate any such instances 
may be. 

He was at one time opening a case to the jury growing out of 
the failure of a merchant who had been engaged in the East India 
trade, and whose failure was caused by the fall in price of a 
large quantity of manila hemp which he had ordered. Mr. But- 
ler, after stating the facts, said that this firm, like certain other 
unfortunate persons, was finally suspended by too much hemp. 
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I once heard him begin the argiunentof an appeal in this way: 
"May it please the Court — ^This action was begun about thirty 
years ago; tlie original plaintiff is dead, and the substituted 
plaintiff is dead ; tlie original defendant is dead ; all of the counsel 
originally connected with the case are dead; and the principal 
question upon this appeal is whether the cause of action survives/' 

Mr. Butler once sent a bill to an old and rather close-fisted 
merchant whose handwriting was very bad. He received a letter 
in reply which was quite undecipherable, and Mr. Butler asked 
him to call personally. He did so, and apologized for his hand- 
writing, saying, with a twinkle in his eye, that it might be hered- 
itary, for his father and grandfather were both lawyers. He then 
began to make cautious suggestions for an abatement in the ac- 
count, whereupon Mr. Butler interrupted him and said: "Now, 
my friend, I feel perfectly sure that if your father and grand- 
father were here they would say that this bill was just right." 
The old gentleman, with a chuckle of appreciation, immediately 
drew his check for the whole amount of the bill. 

Mr. Butler was particularly accurate in his knowledge of the 
Bible. It was very dangerous for any one in his presence to make 
a misquotation from that source. He was once attending a church 
meeting, in which a project was on foot for raising money, and 
some one made a speech in which he urged with much insistence 
the example of the widow's mite in the Bible. When he finished 
Mr. Butler arose and stated that he regretted to be obliged to cor- 
rect the preceding speaker, but that the Bible contained nothing 
about a widow's mite, a statement which was received with ex- 
clamations of surprise and incredulity by the entire audience. Mr. 
Butler added: "The widow spoken of in the Bible contributed 
two mites to the object to which her charity was directed, an 
example which should not be overlooked by those intending to 
make small contributions to this cause." 

A motion once made by Mr. Butler to have a person brought 
in as a party in a rather late stage of the proceeding, the result 
of which would be to enable him to share with others in the 
distribution of a fund, was strongly opposed, the counsel repeat- 
edly asserting that the party was applying to come in at the 
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"eleventh hour/' All that Mr. Butler said in reply was that if 
the Court would consult the authority referred to by his learned 
opponent it would find that the man who came in at the eleventh 
hour got as much as all the rest. The motion was granted. 

Mr. Butler's name is third on the call for the organization of 
this Association, in which he always took a deep interest. On 
various occasions he prepared memorials of deceased members, 
among them those of Mr. Nash and Mr. Tilden, that of Mr. 
Tilden particularly being one of the classics of the Memorial 
Book. Mr. Butler was president of this Association in 1886 and 
1887, and president of the American Bar Association in 1886. 

But it was as a literary man that Mr. Butler was most widely 
known by the general public. When a very young man he 
achieved an extraordinary success in literature by the poem called 
"Nothing to Wear." 

This poem he first published anonymously. It immediately at- 
tained great popularity in this country and in England, was trans- 
lated into several foreign languages, and achieved that supreme 
test of excellence of having its authorship claimed by one of those 
strange creatures that frequently attempt to obtain the credit of 
anonymous publications. 

"Nothing to Wear" was so well known that it was often joking- 
ly referred to in Mr. Butler's presence, and whenever such a ref- 
erence was made in the midst of any serious business the effect on 
him was very disconcerting. He was once trying a case against 
Mr. Bourke Cockran, in which it was necessary to prove the value 
of a stock of dress goods. A witness that Mr. Butler was exam- 
ining testified that the stock contained, among other things, fifty 
dozen fichus. "Won't you explain to the jury," said Mr. Butler, 
"what a fichu is ?" Mr. Cockran broke in and said : "That's not 
necessary, Mr. Butler ; everybody knows that a fichu is an article 
that a lady puts on when she has nothing to wear." It was some 
time before Mr. Butler could bring the Court and jury back to a 
serious consideration of the case. 

In the course of his life Mr. Butler wrote a large amount of 
poetry of various kinds. An edition of his collected poems was 
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pablished in 1871, and another, containing various additional 
poems, in 1899. 

The style of his poetry is about equally divided between humor- 
ous and serious verse. His serious poetry is of a fairly high 
quality, but his humorous woric is that upon which his reputation 
as a poet will really rest His light society verse ranks very high 
in that class of poetry. "Nothing to Wear" is, I think, as clever 
as any verses of society written in English, except those of Praed. 
He was not the equal in ludicrous rhymes of Barham, the author 
of the "Ingoldsby L^;ends," or of Hood in extraordinary punning 
verse; nor was he the equal of either Lowell or Holmes in this 
country in purely humorous poetry, or perhaps of John G. Saxe 
in rhyming facility. But, with those exceptions, I think that it 
would be difficult to name any writer of his time in England or 
this country that has excelled him in his own especial line. He 
was peculiarly a master in the use of odd and unexpected ryhmes. 
For an illustration, take these instances from "Nothing to Wear*' : 

*^othing to wear! Now, as this is a true ditty, 
I do not assert — this, you know, is between us — 

That she's in a state of absolute nudity. 
Like Powers' Greek Slave or the Medici Venus." 

•Well, I felt for the lady, and felt for my hat, too, 
Improvised on the crown of the latter a tattoo." 

"I should mention just here, that out of Miss Flora's 

Two hundred and fifty or sixty adorers, 

I had just been selected as he who should throw all 

The rest in the shade, by the jjracious bestowal 

On myself, after twenty or thirty rejections. 

Of those fossil remains which she called her 'affections,' 

And that rather decayed, but well-known work of art. 

Which Miss Flora persisted in styling her *heart.* 

So we were engaged. Our troth had been plighted. 

Not by moonbeam or starbeam, by fountain or grove. 

But in a front parlor, most brilliantly lighted. 

Beneath the gas-fixtures, we whispered our love. 

Without any romance, or raptures or sighs. 

Without any tears in Miss Flora's blue eyes. 

Or blushes, or transports, or such silly actions. 

It was one of the quietest business transactions. 

With a very small sprinkling of sentiment, if any. 

And a very large diamond imported by Tiffany." 
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A short time ago some newspaper writer asserted that no rhyme 
could be made on the name of Tiffany, and a correspondent in 
the Times repUed, citing this passage. 

Mr. Butler had an extraordinary memory, not only for facts, 
but for the exact language of long passages in poetry or prose. 
On one occasion he wrote out a funeral sermon, which he had 
heard, so accurately that the clergyman who delivered it and to 
whom it was submitted for revision stated that he had no cor- 
rections or alterations to suggest. 

When Mr. Butler was a young man he once attended one of 
Mr. Samuel Rogers' famous literary breakfasts in London. Mr. 
George Bancroft, the historian, who was all his life an intimate 
friend of Mr. Butler, was present. At that breakfast Mr. Rogers 
recited to his guests one of his unpublished poems. After leav- 
ing, Mr. Butler accompanied Mr. Bancroft to his home, and 
after arriving there, Mr. Bancroft expressed a wish that he had 
a copy of the verses which they had just heard. **Then take 
your pencil," said Mr. Butler, and he thereupon dictated to Mr. 
Bancroft the entire poem correctly. 

Nearly fifty years later, at a dinner at Mr. Bancroft's house in 
Washington, at which Mr. Butler was present, Mr. Bancroft told 
this story as affording a remarkable exhibition of the power of 
memory, and, turning to Mr. Butler, asked him if he remembered 
the incident. Mr. Butler replied, 'Tfes, I remember the inci- 
dent, and I remember the poem, too," and he thereupon proceeded 
to recite the entire poem again. 

His marvelous memory remained unimpaired to the end of his 
life. The last poem which he wrote was in April, 1902, on the 
fiftieth anniversary of the church in Yonkers, of which for many 
years he was a member. When he composed this poem he had 
become substantially blind. It contains one hundred and thirty- 
three lines. It was written down from his dictation, and, when 
finished, was read over to him a few times, and he delivered it 
himself at the church meeting, entirely from memory, without 
the slightest break or hesitation, never having seen and being 
entirely unable to see the words. 
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It is natural, in the memorials of members of this Association, to 
err on the side of eulogy. But Mr. Butler's life and character were 
so praiseworthy that it is diffictilt to speak of them with due reserve. 
He was a perfect gentleman. His clear-cut, intellectual face, like 
a Greek cameo, and his whole bearing, always gave the impression 
both of power and of distinction. He was a man of wide cultiva- 
tion, and of taste for all graceful and beautiful things. He had 
an unusually affectionate and domestic nature. He was very fond 
of his family, his relations, his friends, his home, his books. Even 
the bitter trial which befell him in the last few years of his life, 
in the loss of his eyesight, did not affect the unvarying serenity 
and sweetness of his character. He had, without ostentation, a 
deeply reverent and devotional nature. This is particularly shown 
in his serious poetry, which is almost always tinged with a deep 
religious feeling. In short, in all the relations of life, he was a 
man entitled to the highest admiration. 

In estimating his actual rank as a lawyer and a literary man 
it may probably be admitted that there were a few lawyers of his 
time of greater eminence, and a few literary men of his time of 
greater reputation, but I think it is an entirely accurate statement 
to assert that no man of his time, either in England or America,. 
held an equally high rank, both as a lawyer and a literary man. 



MEMORIAL OF JOHN M. DRYSDALE 
(Prepared by James Hillhouse) 

John M. Drysdale, for over ten years a member of this Associa- 
tion, died of consumption at the house of his father, William Drys- 
dale, at Peacedale, Rliode Island, on February ii, 1903, unmarried, 
in the 44th year of his age. 

His death would appear to be directly due to that loyalty to 
duty which was one of his chief characteristics; for his health 
was never robust and he overtaxed his strength, being unwilling 
to yield until forced to do so. His whole life, from his graduation 
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at Yale in the class of 1881 to his death, was spent in intelligent, 
faithful and efficient work at the Bar. 

Those who had any acquaintance with Mr. Drysdale will always 
remember him as a man of ability, strong powers of reasoning, 
sound judgment, high ideals and character and loyalty to duty; 
but those who came to know him better were also attracted by his 
Scotch dry humor, his genial manner, even temper and unaffected 
modesty. He was ever the gentleman, somewhat reserved in man- 
ner and reticent about himself, but very companionable and appre- 
ciative, and in conversation disposed to give as well as take. His 
friends at college and at his clubs — ^the Lotos and New York 
Athletic — ^as well as in this Association and the New York State 
Bar Association, of which he was for upwards of ten years a 
member, will recognize this sketch as not at all overdrawn. 

This blending of qualities certainly gave promise in the future 
of decided, though unassuming, usefulness at the Bar. His 
career, however, was to be otherwise, and he was cut off before 
his merits were very widely appreciated. Yet Mr. Drysdale at 
the time of his death was a type of man whose life does much in 
a quiet way to maintain the honor and dignity of the profession 
of the law while claiming the affection of friends. 

EDWARD FOOTE DWIGHT 

(Prepared by Charles E. Hughes) 

Edward Foote Dwight, son of Edward W. and Elizabeth 
{Foote) Dwight, was a lineal descendant, in the fifth generation, 
of Jonathan Edwards, and a great grandson of Timothy Dwigfht, 
Yale's first President of that name ; he was also descended from 
the Strongs and other distinguished New England families. He 
was bom in Oregon, near Madison, Wisconsin, on April 7th, 
1862, entered the University of Wisconsin in 1882, and having 
been absent for a year (i884-'85), was graduated with the class 
of 1887. The sincerity of his character and his enthusiasm in all 
matters affecting under-graduate interests made him a leader in 
college affairs, and his ability, especially in debate, was generally 
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recognized. He was editor in chief of the "Aegis" and won 
second place in the commencement oratorical contest. He was 
a member of the Beta Theta Pi fraternity. In the fall of 1887 
he entered the Columbia Law School, and during his course was 
a member of the family of Professor Theodore W. Dwight, his 
uncle. Professor Dwight was deeply interested in his nephew and 
intended to make him his executor, but his purpose was frustrated 
by his death while in the act of signing and before he had pub- 
lished his will. Mr. Dwight was graduated from the Law School 
with the class of 1889, receiving the second "Municipal Law"^ 
prize of $150 and an appointment as prize tutor for three years. 
In the same year (1889) he was admitted to the Bar of this State. 
While in the Law School he had been a student with the firm 
of Carter, Homblower & Byrne, and after his admission to the 
Bar he was associated with its successors, and in 1894 entered 
the firm of Carter, Hughes & Dwight, of which he remained a 
member until his death, which took place at Colorado Springs, 
Colorado, January 25th, 1903, after an illness of about a year and 
a half. While his career at the Bar was short, he had won an 
enviable reputation for fairness, acumen and thoroughness in his 
work. He had a keen sense of professional responsibility, and 
there are few of whom it could be said more truly that the motive 
of his life was a conscientious discharge of duty rather than per- 
sonal ambition. He became a member of this Association in 
1891, and at the time of his removal from the city, in 1901, was 
one of the Committee on Admissions. He was the editor of the 
commentaries of Professor Dwight on the "Law of Persons and 
Personal Property," and was for several years a lecturer in the 
New York Law School. He was also a member of the American 
Bar Association, the Union League Club, Sons of the Revolu- 
tion, and was one of the incorporators of the Order of "The 
Settlers and Defenders of America." He was for some time a 
member of the Republican General Committee of New York, and 
in 1897 was appointed Assistant Judge Advocate General on the 
staff of Governor Black. He was married on September 20th, 
1899, to May Eddy Parsons, of New York City, who,, with a 
son and daughter, survives him. 
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MEMORIAL OF JOSEPH REYNOLDS GUERNSEY 

Joseph Reynolds Guernsey was a son of Dr. Desault Guernsey 
and was born at Amenia, Dutchess County, New York, on March 
8th, 1865. He was graduated from Columbia University in the 
class of 1886, and immediately took up the study of law at the 
Columbia Law School, and in due course was admitted to the 
Bar. His practice was mostly confined to the care and settlement 
of estates. 

He died on the 9th of December, 1902, at his home. No. 527 
Mscdison Avenue, in this city, leaving a widow and a daughter. 



MEMORIAL OF WILLIAM IRWIN 
(Prepared by Silas B. Brownell) 

Our fellow member, William Irwin, departed this life on the 
31st day of December, 1902, at his residence in this city. 

He was a son of John Irwin, J. P., of Boyle, County Ros- 
common, Ireland, and was born July 21st, 1842, and after being 
graduated in Trinity College he read in the Inns of Court and 
was admitted to the Bar in Dublin. Subsequently, and in 1869, 1^® 
came to this country and was admitted to the Bar, and began 
practice in this city, being for some years in partnership with the 
late Theodore. Hinsdale and Edward Patterson, now Justice of 
the Supreme Court, under the firm name of Hinsdale, Patterson 
& Irwin. 

For some time he was Secretary of the Park Department of the 
City of New York, and later, being out of health, engaged in out- 
door business in the country. 

Returning to this city he practiced his profession with success 
and distinction until his death. 

As will be seen from the foregoing summary, Mr. Irwin came 
to full practice in the city relatively late in life, but his peculiar 
qualities gathered about him influential clients who entrusted him 
with important interests. 
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He became counsel and director in important corporations like 
the American Savings Bank and The Mail and Express Company, 
and took prominent part in the management of their affairs. His 
bearing and address inspired trust and confidence which he never 
violated or disappointed. 

He was a successful lawyer both in the courts of first instance 
and upon appeal. 

His church elected him from time to time to offices which he 
filled with credit to himself and with satisfaction to his constitu- 
ents, for he brought to them highly trained faculties and conscien- 
tious service. 



MEMORIAL OF BENJAMIN BLIVIN KENYON 

Benjamin Blivin Kenyon was born at Paris, New York, Sep- 
tember 3, 1847. He was descended from a long line of New 
England ancestors. 

Shortly after his admission to the Bar he opened a law office 
in Rome, New York, and practiced there until January, 1890, 
when he removed his office to the city of New York, where he 
succeeded in winning the regard of those who came in touch with 
him by his estimable qualities. His later life was marred by ill 
health. 

He died at Hudson, Massachusetts, December 30, 1902. 



MEMORIAL OF WILLIAM DE FOREST MANICE 

William De Forest Manice was born in the city of New York 
on the nth day of July, 1830. He was graduated from Yale Col- 
lege in the class of 1851, and after studying law in Berlin and 
New York City he was admitted to practice at the Bar of New 
York State in 1853. He subsequently became a member of the 
firm of Kissam, Ashley & Manice, and continued in the active 
practice of the law until the year 1878, when he retired. 

He died at Tuxedo, New York, on the i6th day of September, 
1903. 
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MEMORIAL OF THOMAS BRACKETT REED 
(Prepared by Thomas H. Hubbard) 

One who turns from lower Broadway into Trinity Church- 
yard may read upon the tomb of Alexander Hamilton the inscrip- 
tion to "the patriot of incorruptible integrity, the soldier of ap- 
proved valor, the statesman of consummate wisdom." The in- 
spiring sentence seems to say all that need be said of that illus- 
trious American. But Hamilton was a soldier, in service, for 
only a few years. He was a statesman, in office, for a fraction of 
his life. He was a lawyer through nearly the whole of his mature 
career. Before he entered the Cabinet at Washington he had 
achieved fame at the bar. After his brilliant administration of 
the National Treasury he returned to the practice of his profession, 
and was called its head. 

Yet the eloquent inscription conveys no tribute to his profes- 
sional triumphs. 

The inscription that will be written to preserve for the public 
the memory of Thomas B. Reed will give emphasis to his incor- 
ruptible integrity as a patriot and to his courage and wisdom as 
a statesman, but will make little note of his labors as a lawyer. 
The acts of the soldier and the statesman are displayed to the pub- 
lic eye. The eloquence of the lawyer reaches the limited audience 
of the court room. His serious work in molding or maintaining 
the principles of the law appeals to scholars and to men of re- 
search. 

Of the twenty-five men who have held the office of President of 
the United States, sixteen have been lawyers. Of these the public 
would say they left the profession of the law to enter the field of 
politics or of statecraft. But lawyers like to say that Adams and 
Jefferson, Lincoln, Hayes, Cleveland, Harrison, McKinley and 
the others, were lawyers. In the estimation of the public the fame 
of the lawyer-Presidents adds nothing to the fame of the bar. 
But lawyers recognize the continuity of the careers. They know 
that proficiency in the law is more often the preparation for suc- 
cess in avenues of conspicuous action, than is proficiency in other 
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rprofessions. In their estimation the fame achieved in public life 
by their comrades adds to the lustre and the laurels of the bar. 
It is the contribution that lawyers make to the profession of their 
choice. It is a payment of the debt they owe to the profession that 
has trained them for contest and for victory. 

Mr. Reed, like Hamilton, was a lawyer all his life. The fame 
of his public career belongs to the bar no less than to the nation. 
The praises that inscription or eulogy may give to his work for 
the State, are praises of the lawyer, though no word makes refer- 
ence to contests of the forum. The record of his whole career 
belongs to the records of the bar. 

He was a descendant of George Cleeve, the first white settler 
of what is now the City of Portland, Maine. Several of the prom- 
inent families of Portland are descendants of the same ancestor. 
The daughter of Cleeve married Michael Mitton. Two daugh- 
ters of Mitton married brothers named Brackett. A daughter of 
one of the Bracketts married a Reed. 

Thomas Brackett Reed was bom in Portland, Maine, October 
i8th, 1839; prepared for college at the Portland High School; 
entered Bowdoin College August 28th, 1856, and graduated in 
i860, fifth in rank in a class of marked promise. Reed's rank for 
the senior year was first. Absence during parts of the earlier 
years, as well as a preference for general literature rather than the 
prescribed studies, had lowered his average rank for the course. 
He was noted in college as a reader, writer and debater. For a 
time, after graduating, he taught school and read law in Maine 
and in California. It was at San Jose, California, on September 
8th, 1863, that he was first admitted to the bar. An examination 
of applicants was requisite for admission. William P. Wallace, a 
distinguished lawyer, still living, who had already been Attorney 
General of the State and was afterwards Chief Justice of its 
Supreme Court, was one of the committee for Reed's examination. 
The Legal Tender act, approved in February, 1862, was then a 
subject of much discussion, and Wallace asked Reed if he thought 
the act constitutional. Reed replied that he thought it was. To 
this Wallace said, "There is another young man who this morning 
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answered that question the other way. We will recommend you 
both favorably, as we think that all young men who can answer 
great constitutional questions oflf-hand, ought to be admitted to 
the bar/' So far as the records disclose this was the most stirring 
incident of Mr. Reed's career at the California bar, though law- 
yers there who remember him say that he tried some cases in the 
lower courts and was persistent, rough and ready, and a good 
fighter. It shows, at least, that the law was the profession of his 
choice and that its pursuit was his earliest, as it was his latest, oc- 
cupation. 

The Civil War was then on, and Reed went into the service in 
April, 1864, under an appointment as Assistant Paymaster of Vol- 
unteers in the Navy. He was assigned to duty on a gunboat that 
patrolled the waters of the Mississippi, Cumberland and Tennessee 
rivers, and remained in the service xmtil the fall of 1865, after the 
close of hostilities. 

In October, 1865, he was admitted to the Bar of Maine, at Port- 
land. This admission was also upon the recommendation of ex- 
aminers. Two eminent lawyers, Nathan Webb and S. C. Strout, 
who later became Judges, constituted the committee. The record 
does not disclose the tenor of their questions or of the answers, 
but they certified that the applicant possessed the necessary legal 
attainments and moral character. 

Mr. Reed's earliest practice, like that of other young lawyers, 
included cases of minor consequence. The first one that reached 
the State Supreme Court is reported in the 56 Maine, and was 
decided there in 1868. It involved the sum of forty-eight dollars, 
and the important law question whether taking a drive in a buggy 
with a young lady on Sunday evening is a work of necessity or 
charity, if the lady has walked two or three miles to church earlier 
in the day. The defendant had hazarded the drive to take the 
young lady home, had upset the buggy and had given his note for 
injury to it and the horse. His defence to the note was that it 
was a Sunday contract. The plaintiff urged its validity on the 
ground that it was made for the purpose of necessity or charity. 
Mr. Reed, for plaintiff, won a verdict ; but the law court held the 
contract invalid.

The rapidity of Mr. Reed's advance to the front rank in the 
profession attests his ability. He was chosen Attorney General of 
the State of Maine early in 1870, little more than four years after 
his admission to the Bar, and when thirty years of age. He held 
this office for three terms, covering the years 1870, 1871 and 1872, 
all of which were marked by the successful conduct of important 
cases for the State. Many of these never reached the law court 
of last resort. Many are to be found in the decisions of that Court 
reported from 1870 to 1876. After retiring from the office of At- 
torney General, Mr. Reed was for four years, from 1873 to 1876, 
City Solicitor for the City of Portland. The Maine reports down 
to 1879 contain decisions of cases in which he appeared either in 
his official character or as private counsel. The subjects of liti- 
gation in which he was engaged take a wide range, and among his 
opponents were many of the leading lawyers of the State. Asso- 
ciates and opponents alike extol his power and his character; his 
intellectual force; his superb and unwavering courage; his un- 
swerving honesty and fidelity to principle. One of his contem- 
poraries at the Bar, now an eminent Judge, says of him that his 
strength as a lawyer was up to his ability in other respects ; that in 
the practice of the law, as in other matters, he devoted himself 
assiduously to any branch of the law that interested him, but was 
not prone to take up subjects as to which he had not been thor- 
oughly aroused. He adds that, in his opinion, if it had happened 
that Mr. Reed had been selected as a Justice of the United States 
Supreme Court, he would have proved a source of strength to that 
tribunal and an independent, kindly and well-balanced administra- 
tor of justice. 

A distinguished member of the Bar, who knew Mr. Reed 
through his whole career, writes that he was a hard hitter, who 
gave sledge-hammer blows and cared little for the science of fenc- 
ing ; that he was always a student of literature as well as of law ; 
that, thoroughly honest in his instincts, he hated chicanery and 
pettifogging, and was somewhat intolerant of the ordinary arti- 
fices of the profession. His method was to master the crucial 
point of his case. He troubled himself little about the minor 
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questions and frequently said, "It is surprising how many ques- 
tions take care of themselves if we only leave them alone." His 
forte was in the trial court, where his wit and readiness were of 
especial eflfect in the cross-examination of witnesses, and where, 
when his feelings were aroused by sympathy or by attempted 
wrong, he was mighty in his wrath and fierce in his sarcasm and 
invective. 

In respect to his personal bearing, one contemporary says that, 
while forceful and zealous to a very positive degree in behalf of 
hfs clients, yet his relations to the court and the profession were 
always pleasant, with a certain phase of formal courtesy. An- 
other says that, while he was a great favorite among intimates, 
where his ready wit and quaint humor gave zest to social inter- 
course, and while, in the court room, or at gatherings of the Bar, 
he was always the center of an admiring audience, yet his man- 
ner of fighting left its mark and he was not a popular man at the 
Bar, though always looked up to as one of great force and honest 
impulses, with the instincts of a leader. 

It is not in contests of the Court that nobility of nature or ten- 
derness of heart is most frequently displayed. 

That Mr. Reed had both in abundant measure his friends knew 
and his utterances showed. A touching instance is the reference, 
in his address delivered at the Centennial of the incorporation of 
Portland, to his college friend, Samuel Fessenden, who, a young 
officer in the Union Army, fell at the second battle of Bull Run : 

"Nor do I like to speak at all," said Mr. Reed, "of the war with- 
in the memory of us all. For us it has as much of sorrow as of 
glory. It brings up to me always the vision of a fair young face, 
the quiet associate of the studious hours, the bright companion of 
the days of pleasure. Can it be that I shall never look into those 
cheerful eyes again? Can it be that neither the quaint jest of the 
happier hours nor the solemn confidences of the heart just opening 
to the full sense of the high duties of life will never again fall 
upon the ear of friendship or of love? It can be no other way. 
He can only live in my memory ; but he lives there sublimated, in 
the crucible of death, from all imperfections, clothed upon with 
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all his virtues and radiant with all the possibilities of a generous 
youth. Other companions have failed in their careers, but not he."^ 

In his relations to associates in his law ofl&ce, Mr. Reed was all 
gentleness and kindness and consideration. However busy he 
might be, or however worried, he would never call upon any one 
in the office to perform a duty that would in any way discommode 
him. He never commanded, but on the contrary requested, as a 
favor, the performance of any act. His great abilities were dis- 
played in private only by simplicity of action, by his abundant 
humor, "strength's rich superfluity," by his comprehensive knowl- 
edge of all general topics that came up for discussion. Mr. Sei- 
ders, his law partner in Maine for twenty-five years, and now 
Attorney General of that State, makes special mention of these 
traits, because some have supposed that Mr. Reed was arbitrary 
and exacting, with scant care for the rights of others. 

Mr. Reed's political career ran parallel for a time with his career 
as a lawyer, though from 1879 to 1899 it absorbed his time almost 
to the exclusion of practice at the Bar. 

He was elected a representative to the Legislature of Maine in 
1867, and after two terms of service in the lower house was elect- 
ed to the State Senate. In 1876 he was elected a representative 
to Congress, and remained a member of the House until his resig- 
nation in 1899. He was Speaker of the House in the 51st, 54th 
and 55th Congresses, and was as secure in the tenure of that hig^ 
ofl5ce, in any Repubhcan Congress, as any monarch is secure in the 
possession of his throne. His resignation was a national event. 
It was the voluntary surrender of commanding position, for rea- 
sons in logical accord with the principles of a lifetime. His career 
in Congress had been a success almost unparalleled. Leader of 
his party; foremost in debate; Speaker of majestic control, who, 
to the measureless advantage of his country, broke the fetters that 
the silent minority imposed on l^slation, his fame and influence 
were continental and almost world wide. They are part of the 
permanent history of our country's legislative achievement 

The laurels gained in his public career Mr. Reed brought to the 
Bar of New York. He was admitted to our Bar in October, 1899,.

and entered upon practice here as senior member of the strong and 
successful firm of Simpson, Thacher & Bamum. 

His career here was of short duration. His death occurred De- 
cember 7, 1902, at Washington, where he was called by profes- 
sional engagements. 

It did not fall to his lot to appear at our Bar in those contests 
where his talents would have won greatest applause. But he was 
engaged in legal ajBfairs that involved large interests, and his name 
appears in the reports of the Federal courts as counsel in important 
cases. The case of the Carnegie Steel Company against the Cam- 
bria Iron Company, reported in 185 U. S., 403, gives especial 
proof of his ability and of that adaptability which belongs only to 
the best legal minds. This was an extremely difficult and impor- 
tant patent case. It was twice argued with extended limits of 
time and was won in a divided court. Mr. Reed was not a special- 
ist in patent law, and was obliged in this case to master, and did 
master, not only the facts, but, as it were, the law from the be- 
ginning. As in his earlier days, so here, Mr. Reed was a laborer 
in literature as well as in law. He was chief editor of the impor- 
tant work "Modem Eloquence," and in it has left a monument of 
literary ability and attainment. 

Was Mr. Reed a great lawyer? His title to greatness as a man 
is dear. May a great man who is a lawyer be less than a great 
lawyer ? May a man who is not great be a great lawyer? The 
answer must depend on the definition of the title. 

Mr. Reed was not a great master of legal technicality. He was 
not a great student of obsolete cases. He was great in his com- 
prehension of legal principles and of their use to promote the ends 
of justice. 

Was Mr. Reed a leader of the Bar? He was not the leader. 
Is there, or will there ever be, such a personality? Will the con- 
sensus of the profession ever designate any man as the leader? 

The title is at times assigned, by many of the profession, to 
acute men of contracted minds. At times it is assigned, by many, 
to men of commanding talent and little industry. Who can ever 
claim it or possess it? 
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Leaders lead in different directions. There are depths and pit- 
falls in the practice, towards which brilliant minds sometimes 
lead. There are heights to which others lead, though meagrely 
equipped with legal armor. 

In every sphere of action that he entered Mr. Reed was a leader. 
He proceeded in.his utterances and actions, public and private, on 
the straight line of truth as he saw it. He led in the path that is 
made by unalloyed moral integrity, imtrammeled and commanding 
intellect. 

That his name should have been enrolled and that his memory 
should be preserved as one of the New York Bar is his and our 
own good fortune. 



MEMORIAL OF ROBERT SCHELL RUDD 

Robert Schell Rudd was bom in the City of New York on the 
14th day of May, 1857. He was a son of Joseph Rudd, a New 
York City merchant, and Eliza Barnes, the daughter of Erastus 
Barnes, at one time a partner of Charles O'Connor. 

Mr. Rudd was educated at Hamilton College, where he achieved 
some fame as a debater and orator. He was graduated in 1879, 
and then took up the study of law in the office of Rodman & 
Adams, of this city, securing his admission to the Bar in the year 
1882. He soon secured an active practice, consisting mostly of 
matters relating to the affairs of estates, which continued until the 
time of his death on the 21st of October, 1903. 

For several years he was in partnership with James Hunt, under 
the firm name of Rudd & Hunt, but towards the latter part of his 
life this partnership was dissolved and Mr. Rudd continued his 
practice alone at No. 35 Nassau street. 

Mr. Rudd resided in Glen Ridge, New Jersey, where he was 
prominent in social and political affairs. It was largely through 
his efforts that the separation of Glen Ridge from Bloomfield was 
effected, after which event he was elected first Mayor of Glen 
Ridge, and held that office for eight years without opposition. He 
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was the President of the Glen Ridge Club, a member of the Re- 
form and University clubs, and a member of and counsel for the 
Alpha Delta Phi Club. He was also a Trustee of Hamilton Col- 
lege at the time of his death. 

In 1884 he married Miss Kate Skeer, of Chicago, who, together 
with four children, survives him. 



MEMORIAL OF WILLIAM RUMSEY 
(Prepared by Hon. Edward Patterson) 

The Honorable William Rumsey died very suddenly at his resi- 
dence in the City of New York, on the morning of the i6th of 
January last. When news of the sad event was received by the 
lawyers and judges throughout the City and State of New York, 
great sorrow was caused and expression was given to the high 
esteem in which Judge Rumsey was held, both as a lawyer and 
as a man. 

His career was a notable one. He was bom at Bath, in Steuben 
County, in the year 1841. He received his early education in the 
schools in that county, after which he entered Williams College, 
and remained there until April or May, 1861. He was then in the 
senior class, and would have been graduated in June, but, moved 
by a strong patriotic impulse, he left the college and entered the 
army as a first lieutenant of artillery. He served during the whole 
of the Civil War, for the greater part of the time being on the staff 
of General Averill, and holding the rank of major and lieutenant 
colonel. He was twice seriously wounded in action. At the end 
of the war, he went to Japan as secretary to his uncle, General Van 
Volkenberg, the American Minister to that empire. After eigh- 
teen months' sojourn in the East, he returned home, entered upon 
the study of the law, was in due time admitted to the Bar, and 
soon became engaged in business of a very extensive and impor- 
tant character. 

In the year 1880 he was elected to the Supreme Court as the 
successor of his father. Judge David Rumsey, well known through- 
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out Western New York as a wise lawyer and an able judge. 
Judge William Rumsey served a full term as Justice of the Su- 
preme Court, and was re-elected in 1S94. He was a candidate of 
the Republican party for a judgeship of the Court of Appeals, but 
failed of election by a few thousand votes. Upon the reorganiza- 
tion of the Courts under the Constitution of 1894, he was ap- 
pointed by Governor Morton one of the Justices of the Appellate 
Division in the First Department. He held that position for 
something over five years, when, to the great regret of the pro- 
fession in the City of New York, he was removed from that de- 
partment and transferred to the Appellate Division in the Fourth 
Department. He remained in the last mentioned department but 
a few months, and then resigned his place upon the bench to enter 
upon private practice as a lawyer in the City of New York. A 
great volume of business poured in upon him, and he secured a 
leading place at the Bar. 

No one qualified to speak upon the subject will dissent from the 
statement that Judge Rumsey's career upon the bench was such 
as to place him in the front rank of the judiciary of the State of 
New York. He was a profoimdly learned lawyer, deeply read in 
the history of the law, thoroughly conversant with its fundamental 
principles, and familiar with the reported adjudications, ancient 
and modem, in which those principles have been applied and illus- 
trated. He was a case lawyer only in the latter sense. He was 
not constantly looking for a precedent exactly in point, but, from 
his wide knowledge of jurisprudence, was able to apply the prin- 
ciple that should control in each case as it came before him for 
consideration. It was this that made him so useful as a judge in 
an Appellate Court. Presiding Justice Van Brunt, in that con- 
nection, has referred to him as one of the most suggestive and 
valuable judges in consultation that it had ever been his good 
fortune to meet. 

It is gratifying to know that Judge Rumsey's distinguished ser- 
vice on the Appellate Division was thoroughly recognized by the 
profession, and that when he retired from the bench the lawyers 
of the First Department gave expression to their appreciation of 
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the manner in which he performed the duties of his high ofEce in 
that department. His opinions, as they appear in the Appellate 
Division reports, will be permanent records of his ability, wisdom 
and learning as a judge. They are clearly and forcibly written 
and display the knowledge, acumen and reasoning power of which 
he was possessed. 

In private life. Judge Rumsey was a delightful companion; 
kindly, courteous and full of humor, but always dignified and self- 
respecting. His handsome face, graceful figure and military car- 
riage made him a marked personage in any company. Those who 
were intimately associated with him became strongly attached to 
him for his qualities of genuine manhood and geniality. He was 
a scholar and g^eat reader, a judicious observer of current events, 
his discourse upon which was always entertaining and instructive. 
To recur to what was said of him by Presiding Justice Van Brunt, 
"With his merit as a lawyer and his distinction as a judge, he will 
be remembered for his charming personality, for his courtesy, his 
high mindedness, and that geniality which made him a most at- 
tractive social companion.'' 



MEMORIAL OF WAGER SWAYNE 
(Prepared by Hon. John F. Dillon) 

Wager Swa)me, soldier and lawyer, was bom in Columbus, 
Ohio, November lo, 1834. He was the son of Noah H. Swa)mc, 
Associate Justice of the Supreme Court of the United States, 
being the first appointee to that bench by President Lincoln, and 
who was descended from Francis Swa)me, who sailed from Ham- 
stead, England, to Philadelphia, in 1710. 

Wager Swayne received his A. B. from Yale in 1856, in the 
class with Senator Depew, Justices Brown, Brewer and others. 
Three years later he was graduated from the Cincinnati Law 
School, and formed a partnership and commenced the practice of 
the law with his father in Columbus. 

In 1861, at the outbreak of the war, he organized the 43rd Ohio 
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Volunteer Regiment, and was appointed Major, having declined 
to accept the position of colonel. At the second battle of Corinth, 
his colonel having been killed, he took command at a critical mo- 
ment, changed front under a heavy fire, and converted into a vic- 
tory what threatened to be a panic. For his conduct he was 
made colonel, and Congress later awarded him a medal of honor 
for "his extraordinary bravery and coolness." He served through- 
out the war, and was with Sherman on his "march to the sea." 
During this campaign, while attempting to cross the Salkahatchie 
River, in South Carolina, at the head of his command, he was 
struck by a piece of a shell, which made the amputation of his 
right leg necessary. On March 8th, 1865, ^^ was made a brig^a- 
dier general, and on June 20th of the same year a full major gen- 
eral of Volunteers. 

Recovering from his wounds, on July 26th, 1865, he reported 
for duty as Assistant Commissioner of Refugees, Freedmen and 
Abandoned Lands, and was given charge of the work in the State 
of Alabama. In this important work his legal education and 
training, coupled with his natural ability, stood him in good stead. 
He published the first order providing for the introduction of the 
testimony of freedmen, and that order, unchanged in phraseology 
or spirit, has been incorporated into the constitution of the State 
of Alabama, and approved and copied by other Southern States. 
He established at Talladega the first school for negroes in the 
South, and was an important factor in the establishing of many 
other institutions for the education of the blacks; and many of 
the schools so established by him are to-day flourishing colleges or 
universities, and are valuable agencies of progress. He appointed 
judges and magistrates, inaugurated methods of procedure, and 
in fact had a general supervision over the administration of civil 
affairs throughout the State. 

Of his work as Military Governor of Alabama, a leading news- 
paper says editorially : 

"But while Wager Swa)me shone as a soldier, he earned a larger 
and more lasting fame as a reconstructionist. As Military Gov- 
ernor of Alabama after the close of the war, and as Commissioner 
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of the Freedmen's Bureau there, he furthered the cause of educa- 
tion and promoted the gospel of self help among destitute whites 
and indigent blacks. * * * Abounding in charity and good 
will to all men, of clear perceptions and possessing the faculty of 
broad and effective statement, as well as the will to put ideas into 
practice, Wager Swayne's services in the South and for the Soutli 
after the war had ended will remain as a far more enduring me- 
morial of him than his services against the South when the war 
was on. They will remain, perhaps, as the worthiest monument 
tjiat the man ever reared to himself throughout a long, active and 
peculiarly fruitful life." 

On March 2d, 1867, he was brevetted major general, and re- 
tired July 1st, 1870, returning to Ohio, where he practiced law at 
Toledo. He was here engaged in important railroad, telegraph 
and banking litigation. 

In 1880 he came to New York and formed a partnership with 
John F. Dillon under the firm name of Dillon & Swayne. In the 
same year he was elected a member of this Association. From 
the very first he represented large railroad and other corporate 
interests, being for a number of years General Counsel to the 
Wabash Railroad, the Western Union Telegraph Company, the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad Company, the Associated Press, and 
other corporations. He argued many cases before the Supreme 
Court of the United States, the other Federal Courts, and the high- 
est courts of this State, and was singularly successful. 

Among the cases in which he was of counsel were The National 
Bank Tax suits (Pelton vs. Bank, loi U. S., 153), Telegraph Co. 
vs. Texas, 105 U. S., 460; the Express cases, 117 U. S., i; thci 
Virginia Coupon cases, 114 U. S., 269; the Tennessee Bond cases, 
114 U. S., 663 ; Memphis and Little Rock R. R. Co. vs. Sage, 125 
U. S., 361 ; Wabash, St. L. and P. Ry. vs. Ham, 114 U. S., 587; 
Williams vs. Western Union Telegraph Co., 92 New York, 163 ; 
W. U. Tel. Co. vs. Am. Union Tel. Co., 9 Biss., 72. 

In 1893 the partnership of Dillon & Swayne was dissolved and 
General Swayne continued the practice alone until 1895, when he 
formed a partnership with his brother, Francis B. Swayne, which 
^continued until his death. 
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The wound received during the war in later years necessitated 
his being wheeled in a chair ; being unable to walk, even with the 
aid of crutches, but a few steps. Notwithstanding this disability, 
he was at the office more days in the year than any one connected 
with it ; and although he had retired from active practice, was en- 
gaged in office work until within a few days of his death, which 
occurred on December i8th, 1902. 

The perfect honesty and sincerity of his character, united with 
the mental gifts with which he was endowed, made him a power 
as a lawyer. He belonged to that old school that regard their 
client's battles as their own, and from the moment he was retained 
was to be found "on the firing line." Chief among his attain- 
ments as a lawyer was his ability forcibly to present a statement 
of law or facts. Well prepared with the law or facts of a given 
case, he could present them with a succinctness and clearness that 
is seldom surpassed. 

General Swa)me was a man loved by every one with whom he 
came into contact ; his cheerful disposition, despite his sujBferings, 
attracted all. He was ever ready to help the needy, and was 
never so happy as when attempting to make others happy. He 
was a man of deep religious thought and wrote several notable es- 
says upon religious topics. He was at the time of his death Presi- 
dent of the American Church Missionary Society, a Vice-Presi- 
dent of the American Tract Society, and had been a vestryman 
of St. George's Episcopal Church, and a trustee of other religious^ 
and eleemos)mary institutions. He served several years as Com- 
mander of the Loyal Legion, was for a number of years President 
of the Ohio and D. K. E. societies, and was a member of various 
clubs and societies. He never held public office, although he had 
been prominently connected with nearly every reform movement 
in the city for the past ten years. 

He was a splendid t)rpe of the American, brave, courteous, un- 
selfish, and ever ready for the advancement of the good of others. 

The New York Sun says of him editorially : 

"General Wager Swayne, who died yesterday in his 69th year^ 
came of the oldest American stock, and in his character he exem- 
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plified many of the best qualities which distinguish it. * * * 
General Swayne was a distinguished member of our Bar, and a 
vigorous, public spirited, high minded and enlightened citizen." 

The Evening Post (N. Y.) says of him: 

"General Wager Swayne ♦ ♦ * had a most distingfuished 
career not only on the field of battle in the days of his youthful 
prime, but as a civilian, prominent at the Bar and an energetic 
leader in all movements looking to political reform, or the estab- 
lishment of higher standards in social or municipal life." 

General Oliver O. Howard pays him this tribute : 
"I never knew a nobler man — ^an able lawyer, a self-sacrificing 
soldier and an exemplary Christian." 

General Grenville M. Dodge says : 

"In the war he was the same modest, unassuming, but clear- 
headed and deliberate ofiicer that you have seen here in civil life.** 

His career as a soldier, lawyer and public spirited citizen was a 
brilliant one, and his death removes a striking figure from New 
York public life, and leaves a gap in the ranks of distinguished 
lawyers. 



MEMORIAL OF HERBERT BEACH TURNER 
(Prepared by Frederick Geller) 

By reason of the death of Herbert B. Turner, which occurred at 
Englewood, New Jersey, on July 8th, 1903, a star will have to be 
henceforth placed before the name of another one of the signers 
of the call issued in 1869, which brought about the organization 
of the Association of the Bar of the City of New York. 

Mr. Turner was bom August 3d, 1835, at Cheshire, Connecti- 
cut. His father was the Rev. Samuel H. Turner, for forty-three 
years a professor in the General Theological Seminary of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church; Mr. Turner's mother was Esther 
Beach, daughter of Burrage Beach, of Cheshire, Connecticut, the 
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•granddaughter of Professor John Bowden, of Columbia College, 
and one of the clergy connected with Trinity Church, New York. 

Mr. Turner was graduated from Columbia College in the class 
of 1855, and subsequently studied law at the Albany Law School, 
from which he was graduated in the class of 1858. He was ad- 
mitted to practice in the State of New York in 1858, and estab- 
lished a law office in the city of New York under the firm name 
of Turner & Kirkland, which was subsequently changed to Tur- 
ner, Kirkland & McClure. Upon the death of Mr. Kirkland an- 
other firm was formed under the name of Turner, Lee & McClure. 
In 1888 this last named firm was dissolved and the firm of Turner, 
McClure & Rolston formed, which continued until 1901, when it 
was succeeded by the firm of Turner, Rolston & Horan. 

Mr. Turner in 1862 became counsel for the Farmers' Loan and 
Trust Company, which position he continued to hold until the time 
of his death. This Trust Company, the oldest in America, was 
often called upon to act as trustee imder corporation mortgages, 
and in other relations to corporations. Mr. Turner was thus 
brought to the consideration of many questions of corporation law, 
and it was in this field that he particularly excelled. He took part 
in many of the most important railroad foreclosures and reorgani- 
zations during the period of his practice. The principles applica- 
ble to railroad foreclosures and receiverships, such, for instance, 
as those relating to priority of lien of certain classes of unsecured 
claims over recorded mortgages, and the issuance of receivers' 
certificates, largely undeveloped when he began his practice, were 
evolved to a great extent through the cases in which he partici- 
pated. 

While Mr. Turner is probably best known in the domain of rail- 
road litigation, his efforts were not limited to that field. He was 
required to consider questions pertaining to other classes of quasi- 
public corporations, and also to those more strictly private in char- 
acter. Mr. Turner was, however, not simply a corporation law- 
yer. Representing as he did many individuals, as well as cor- 
porations, engaged in varied pursuits and businesses, he was ac- 
tive in nearly all the fields of his profession, and had, in the course 
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of his career, to meet all the calls upon a general practitioner or 
the law. Cases in reference to the rights, powers and duties of 
executors, administrators, trustees, guardians and other persons 
acting in representative or fiduciary relations, and cases involving 
the construction of wills and deeds of trust and relating to titles 
and rights in real property, were constantly presented to his at- 
tention. 

Although Mr. Turner appeared often in the courts of New York 
and to some degree in the courts of other States, his practice was 
to a great extent in the Federal courts. He appeared many times 
in the Supreme Court, and also in every circuit of the United 
States and in a vast majority of the districts. He was personally 
known to most of the United States judges who occupied seats 
upon the benches of the various districts during the period of his 
practice. A reference to the digests and text books will disclose 
the number of cases in which the Farmers' Loan and Trust Com- 
pany was a party which are now cited as authority on various 
propositions of law, and in which Mr. Turner took part. 

Mr. Turner was noted for his unfailing courtesy to every one 
who came in contact with him. The young men entering his 
office found in him a friend and an inspiration. No sharp practice 
of any kind was ever considered by him for a single moment, and 
he would not tolerate it in others. 

An account of Mr. Turner's life would not be complete without 
an allusion to his charitable disposition. He was connected with 
many enterprises which had for their object the alleviation of suf- 
fering and the relief of the poor and the afflicted. He was for 
years connected with the Charity Organization Society of the 
City of New York. Together with Mrs. Turner, he established 
and supported an institution known as the Daisy Fields Home, 
located at Englewood, New Jersey, in which convalescent crippled 
children are received from the hospitals and cared for. He was 
a subscriber to many other charitable institutions. 

As one would expect from his ancestry, Mr. Turner was greatly 
interested in religious subjects. He was a deep student of the 
Bible, and always took a prominent part in church matters. He 
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was public spirited. At one time he was Road Commissioner in 
Englewoody a position which he filled as conscientiously as he 
would have filled any of the highest positions in the g^ft of the 
people. He was a frequent contributor to the local papers on sub- 
jects of public welfare. 

The citizens of his chosen home mourn for him ; the charitable 
organizations and churches with which he was connected and the 
poor and afflicted whom he aided miss him, and the Bar of New 
York has suflfered a loss. He served his day and generation faith- 
fully; the call of duty never went unanswered; and when the 
shadows gradually settled upon his life and the time came for him 
to rest, he was prepared. His end did not come suddenly. An 
illness of considerable duration, but of little pain, preceded the 
end. Gradually his vitality faded away, and he fell asleep. 



MEMORIAL OF SAMUEL E. WILLIAMSON 
(Prepared by Edwin D. Worcester, Jr.) 

Samuel E. Williamson was bom in Cleveland, Ohio, April 19th, 
1844, and died at his residence in Glenville, Ohio, February 21st, 
1903. He was the son of the late Samuel Williamson, himself a 
well known member of the Bar of Cleveland. 

Mr. Williamson, the subject of this sketch, was until the last 
five years of his life a resident of Cleveland. Here he received his 
early education, and in 1864 he was graduated from the Western 
Reserve College. On leaving college, he studied law with his 
father for a year and a half, and then went to the Harvard Law 
School, where he took his degree in due course ; and in 1866 was 
admitted to the Bar, and began the practice of law in Cleveland. 
He was associated with his father until 1869, when the son formed 
a partnership for the practice of the law with T. K. Bolton, the 
firm being known as Williamson & Bolton. In 1874 he formed 
a partnership with Judge J. E. IngersoU, which terminated in 
1880. In that year Mr. Williamson was electe.d to the Common 
Pleas bench, and served in this capacity till December, 1882, when 
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he resigned from the bench to become general counsel for the New 
York, Chicago and St. Louis Railroad Company. He held this 
important and honorable position for years, and during that time 
his ability as a lawyer became widely and generally known in rail- 
road circles. In 1898 Mr. Williamson was appointed general 
counsel for the New York Central and Hudson River Railroad 
Company, with his office in New York City; and he accordingly 
•removed his residence to New York, and continued to live there 
until shortly before his death. He became a member of this 
Association in 1899. 

In 1878, he married Miss Mary P. Marsh, a sister of Professor 
Marsh, of Yale University. Mrs. Williamson died in 1881, and 
in 1884 Mr. Williamson married Miss Harriet W. Brown, of East 
Windsor, Conn. His wife survived him, and he left also a son, 
Samuel B. Williamson, and two daughters. 

Mr. Williamson, during the greater part of his life, was identi- 
ified with the Bar of Cleveland, where no one was better loved or 
more generally admired for his sterling qualities. He was always 
prominent in the public interests of his city, and particularly in the 
cause of education. The establishment of the fine parks and 
drives of Cleveland is largely due to Mr. Williamson*^ eflforts as 
their energetic projector and friend. 

The distinguished position which he held as the leading counsel 
in the Vanderbilt system of railroads brought him into the front 
rank of prominence among the lawyers of the country. He died 
in the prime of his powers, leaving behind him an honorable name 
^which his brethren in the profession are delighted to honor.
